(v) Ordinary Fellows elected by the Senate or by 

registered graduates, if any, of the University. 

(vi) Ordinary Fellows elected by the Faculties. 

2. The Chancellor and, in his absence, the Vice-Chan- 
cellor shall preside at all Meetings and Convocations of 
the Senate. If neither the Chancellor nor the Vice- 
Chancellor is present, the Fellows present shall elect one 
of their number to preside. The same procedure shall bo 
adopted if the President is compelled to withdraw before 
the Meeting is concluded. 

3. The Registrar shall, not less than seven weeks before 
the day on which any appointed member of the Senate 
will vacate office, give notice thereof to the authority by 
whom the Fellow vacating office was nominated or 
elected. 


REVISED REGULATIONS. 
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■V : ,4. Every casual vacancy In the Senate owing to death, Cii. I. 
resignation, or otherwise, shall he similarly reported by 
the Registrar within ten days from the date on which 
such vacancy is certified to the Registrar. 

5. At the Meetings of the Senate held in November 
1907, November 1908, November 1909, and November 
1910, the Vice-Chancellor or in his absence the Fellow 
presiding at such Meeting shall in open Senate hold 
the ballot prescribed in section 12 (l) of Act No. VIII 
of 1904. 

The Fellows drawn by lot at such ballot shall be eligible 
for re-election to the Senate and, notwithstanding any- 
thing contained in Regulation 18 of this Chapter, may be 
proposed and seconded for election at the Meeting at 
which their names were drawn. 

6. The election of Fellows by the Senate shall take 
place on the date appointed by the Chancellor in this 
behalf : at such meeting the decision of the President on 
all points of procedure connected with the election of 
Fellows and not provided for in Regulations 7 — 10 shall 
be final. 

7. Each Fellow shall be given a voting paper contain- 
ing the number of vacancies and a blank space for each 
vacancy. 

8. No Fellow shall give more than one vote to one 
candidate, 

9. Each Fellow who votes shall vote by delivering to 
the Registrar the voting paper after inscribing thereon 
his name and the name of the candidate or candidates for 
whom he votes. 

' 10, If owing to an equal number of votes being given 

one or more candidates over and above the number of 
existing vacancies are elected, the President shall have a 
casting vote or he may, if he thinks fit, hold a fresh, 
election to determine which out of the candidates who 
have received an equal number of votes shall be elected 
"fco fill the remaining vacancy or vacancies. 
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1. 11. The election by members o£ the Faculties of 

Fellows to represent any Faculty on the Senate shall 
he made by the members present at the meeting of the 
several Faculties summoned for the purpose, and shall 
be conducted by the Deans of the several Faculties in 
accordance with the regulations laid down for the 
election of Fellows by the {Senate. 

12. The Senate shall meet on the second Monday in 
January, March, August, and November of every year, 
or if a gazetted holiday happen to fall on such Mon- 
day, then on the first working day following such 
holiday, and may adjourn from time to time to conclude 
any unfinished business. The meeting in November 
shall be deemed the annual meeting of the Senate. 

13. Other meetings of the Senate shall be held on 
such days and at such times as shall be appointed (i) 
by the Chancellor, (ii) by the Vice-Chancellor, or in 
the absence of the Vice-Chancellor from Allahabad by 
the Syndicate. 

14. At all meetings of the Senate eleven members, 
inclusive of the Chairman, shall form a quorum. 

15. On receipt of a requisition in writing signed by 
not less than one-third of the Fellows of the Senate 
for the time being and , stating the business to be 
brought before the Senate and that such business is 
urgent, the Vice-Chancellor shall convene the Senate 
on a date and at an hour fixed by him: Provided 
always that such date shall be within seven weeks of the 
receipt by the Vice-Chancellor of the requisition. 

16. Notice of all meetings of Convocation^the Senate, 
Syndicate and Faculties, shall issue from the office of 
the Registrar within the time prescribed before the day 
appointed for the meeting by letter sent through the 
post to each Fellow at the address recorded by him in 
the office of the Registrar and shall be further published 
by a notice posted on the notice-board in the office of 
the Registrar. 
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17. Not less than sis ■weeks’ notice shall be given by cii. 
the Eegistrar of all meetings of the Senate or of Con- 
vocation. 

18. A Fellow who desires to propose that— 

(i) Any person be elected to a Fellowship, 

(ii) Any Fellow be recommended by the Senate for 
nomination by the Lieutenant-Governor as 
Councillor to assist him in making Laws and 
Eegulations, 

(iii) Any motion of any nature be brought forward 
at a meeting of the Senate, — 
shall furnish the Eegistrar at his office, not less than 
twenty-eight days before the day appointed for the 
meeting, with a copy of the motion. 

19. The Eegistrar shall, with the notice required by 
Eegulation 16, issue to each member of the Senate and, 
in the case of Convocation, to each member of Convoca- 
tion, a written specification of business to be done and 
of the various matters to be considered at the meeting. 

20. A Fellow who desires to propose an amendment 
to any proposals contained in the notice or in the sup- 
plementary notice shall deposit with the Eegistrar at 
his office, at least ten clear days before the day appoint- 
ed for the meeting, notice in writing of the amendment 
and of the precise terms in which he will move the 
same. 

21. Upon receipt of such motion or motions and 
amendments of motions the Eegistrar shall cause them 
to be printed and shall forthwith issue and publish a 
supplementary notice or notices containing them in the 
manner provided for issuing and publishing notices in 
Eegulation 16. 

22. Except when specially provided by Statute or 
Eegulation or by special permission of the President 
no Fellow shall be permitted to propose any motion or 
amendment of which the notice required has not been 
given, . 
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23. No motion proposing a change in or addition to 
the Regulations shall be considered by the Senate except 
at the annual meeting or the meetings held in March 
and in January. 

24. Every question shall be decided by a majority of 
the votes of the members present. In the case of the 
votes being equal, the President shall have a second 
vote. 

25. Except when otherwise provided by Statute or 
Regulation of the Senate no question shall be proposed 
for discussion at any meeting that has not been pre- 
viously submitted to the Syndicate. 

26. Once in every year on such date and at such time 
as the Chancellor shall appoint a Convocation for con- 
ferring degrees shall be held. 

The Convocation shall consist of — 

(i) The Senate, 

(ii) Honorary Eellows of the University, and 

(iii) Registered Graduates of the University. 

27. All members attending a Convocation shall appear 
either in the habit prescribed for Eellows of the Uni- 
versity or for the degree to which they have been admit- 
ted by any University. 

28. The procedure to be adopted in the discussion 
of all matters in the Senate shall be governed by the 
regulations hereinafter following. 

29. Every motion shall be in an affirmative form 
it shall begin with the word “ that ” and must be 
seconded ; Provided always that a motion standing in 
the name of a Eellow who is absent from a meeting 
may be proposed by any other Eellow. 

80. "When a motion has been seconded the terms 
of it shall be stated by the Chairman and the dis- 
cussion thereof, if any is raised, will then proceed. If 
no discussion is raised or no amendment thereto is pro- 
posed, the motion will at once be put to the vote, 
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, 31. When an amendment has been proposed and Ch, I. 

seconded the terms of such amendment shall he stated 
by the Chairman and the discussion of the original 
motion and^ the amendment thereto will proceed pari 
passu : Provided that only one motion and one amend- 
ment thereto shall be entertained at the same time. 

32. No Fellow shall he allowed to speak more than 
once in the course of the discussion of a motion, or of 
a motion and an amendment, except the proposer of the 
substantive motion, -who will have a right of reply , in 
either case at the close of the discussion : Provided 
that a Fellow who has spoken on a motion before the 
proposal of an amendment thereto shall be entitled to 
speak once upon such amendment. 

33. When the proposer has concluded his reply no 
further discussion of the motion, or of the motion and 
the amendment, can take place. 

34. A motion for — 

(1) dissolution of the meeting, 

(2) adjournment of the meeting, 

(3) adjournment of the discussion, or 

(4) that the meeting pass to the next business 

on the Agenda, 

may be made at any time as a distinct question, but 
not as an amendment nor whilst a Fellow is speaking. 

35. If a motion for dissolution of the meeting is 
carried the meeting will stand dissolved. If a motion • 
for adjournment of the discussion is carried such dis- 
cussion will stand postponed to the next meeting. If 
a motion that the meeting pass to the next business on 
the Agenda is carried, the substantive proposal and 
any amendment thereto under discussion cannot further 
be discussed at such meeting. 

36. No amendment can be proposed to a motion for 
adjournment of the meeting or of the discussion except 
one substituting a time other than that proposed for 
such adjournment. A meeting or discussion continued 
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Ch. I. on adjournment is to be deemed one with that preceding 
the adjournment. 

87. A motion of the hind mentioned in .Regulation 
84, shall be put to the vote forthwith without discussion. 
Xf negatived the substantive discussion shall bo resumed 
and continued in the same manner as if no such motion 
had been made. 

38. When one motion of the hind mentioned in 
[Regulation 84 has been proposed and negatived no other 
motion of the same kind shall be again proposed, except 
with the leave of the Chairman, and not until he is of 
opinion that a reasonable interval has elapsed since such 
former motion was negatived. 

39. A motion or amendment may be withdrawn by 
the proposer with the unanimous consent of the 
meeting. 

40. A [Fellow desiring to speak in a discussion must 
rise in his place at the close of a speech. If more than 
one Fellow rises, the Chairman shall determine which of 
them is to be heard and shall call upon the Fellow 
selected by name. 

41. Any Fellow may at any time in the course of • 
discussion rise and call the attention of the Chairman 
to a point of order. If a point of order is raised by 
one Fellow in the course of a speech by another the 
speaker shall resume his seat until the Chairman has 
decided it. If the Chairman is of opinion that the 
point of order has been raised rexatiously, or for the 
purpose of mere obstruction or of interruption to the 
discussion or to the business of the meeting, he shall 
so declare it, and it shall be deemed a breach of order. 

42. The Chairman shall be the sole judge of any 
point of order and may, of his own instance or at the 
instance of a Fellow, call to order any Follow who is 
speaking. If the Fellow so called to order disregards 
such call, the Chairman may direct him to sit down. 

If the Fellow so directed to sit down disobeys such order 
or any Fellow contumaciously disregards or questions 
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any order or ruling of the Chairman, tile Chairman Ck. f. 
may forthwith take the vote of the meeting as to 
Whether such/ Fellow shall not be suspended from his 
functions as a Fellow for that day. If two-thirds of the 
Fellows present are in favour of such suspension the 
Chairman shall declare the Fellow offending suspended, 
and such Fellow shall be bound immediately to with- 
draw. 

. 43. When a discussion is concluded the Chairman 
shall, if no amendment has been proposed, put the 
motion to the vote. If an amendment has been proposed, 
he shall first state the terms of the motion and 
"then those of the amendment thereto, and shall then 
put the amendment to the vote. If an amendment is 
carried the motion as altered thereby shall be stated by 
the Chaiiunan, and may then be discussed as a sub- 
stantive question to which an amendment may be pro- 
posed in manner hereinbefore provided. If an amend- 
ment is negatived the substantive motion shall, in the 
absence of any other amendment being proposed there- 
to, be put to the vote. 

44. On putting a motion or amendment to the vote 
the Chairman shall first call for the expression of the 
opinion of the meeting by a show of hands and shall 
declare the result thereof. Any Fellow dissatisfied with 
such declaration may then and there demand a ballot. 

The Chairman shall thereupon select two or more from 
among the Fellows to act as tellers and shall hand to 
them a voting paper or papers ruled in two columns, 
one headed “ for ” and the other “ against.” The tellers 
shall then take such voting paper to each Fellow, who 
shall subscribe his name in one or other of the columns 
according as he is in favour of or against the motion or 
amendment before the meeting. 

45. When all the Fellows present desiring to vote, 
including the tellers, have subscribed their names on the 
voting paper or papers, the tellers shall cast up the 
numbers or the two columns and, when the totals have 
been recorded, shall sign their names thereto and hand 
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Cli. I the voting paper or papers to the Chairman, who will 
thereupon declare the result of the division. When the 
Ch. II. niim |jers are equal, the Chairman shall have a second or 
casting vote and, if he gives it, shall record the same on 
.the voting below the signatures of the tellers as follows : 
I give my casting vote [ “ for ” or “ against ” the motion 
or amendment as the case maybe], and shall sign Ms 
name and description as Chairman. 


Chapter II. 

THE SYNDICATE. 

1. The Syndicate shall consist of — 

(а) The Vice-Chancellor, 

(б) The Director of Public Instruction for the 

United Provinces, 

(c) The Director of Public Instruction for the 

Central Provinces, 

(d) Eight Fellows of the University, who shall he 
Heads of, or Professors in, Colleges affiliated to 
the University, of whom six shall represent the 
Faculty of Arts, and two the Faculty of Science, 
and 

(e) Seven Fellows, of whom three shall represent 

the Faculty of Arts, one the Faculty of Science, 
and three the Faculty of Law. 

2. Fellows elected members of the Syndicate shall hold 
office for three years or until they cease to be Fellows, 
whichever event first happen. They shall he eligible for 
re-election, provided always that a Fellow on re-appoint- 
ment or .re-election as Fellow shall he deemed a Fellow 
appointed or elected for the first time and is not a 
member of the Syndicate unless and until he has been 
formally re-elected. 

8.. In the event of a casual vacancy owing to death, 
resignation or otherwise, the members of the Syndicate 
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shall appoint a Fellow of the University, qualified for Ch 
election under Begulation I, clause (> d ) or ( e ) as the case 
may be, to the vacant membership to act as a member of 
the Syndicate until the then next ensuing meeting of the 
Senate at which a Fellow of the University to fill gtjc h 
vacancy can be elected. a 

4. In the event of a Fellow elected under Begulation 

I, clause (d), ceasing during his term of office, to be the 
Head of, or Professor in, a College affiliated. ’to the Uni- 
versity, he shall cease ipso facto to hold office as a mem he" 
of the Syndicate, and the Syndicate shall elect one f 
the Fellows of the University who may be eligible tn ImW 
office: Provided always that the Fellow so appointed 
shall hold office only so long as the person in whose 
place he is elected would have held office had the latter 
not vacated office, r 

5. The election to fill up vacancies in the SvnrhVo**' 
shall be held at the Annual Meeting of the Senate Th 
vacancies among the representatives of the PppiVi* * 
Arts shall first be filled up, next those amon® ‘fw 
representatives of the Faculty of Science and lastl 
those among the representatives of the Faculty o£*La\v 

6. Not less than seven days’ notice of a meeH™ 
the Syndicate shall be given by the Eegffitrar, B 

7. The Syndicate shall meet on the Saturdays iimnerl' 
ately preceding the meetings of the Senate in 

March, August and November, and on such ntho, 5 
as the Vice-Chancellor shall appoint, and may ad’ ^ 
from time to time to conclude any unfinish Prfu,, l 0urn ’ 
The meeting held in November shall be deempf+f 
Annual Meeting. u ttl0 

Whenever an emergency arises and there is not f 
to summon a meeting of the Syndicate, the Vice ryf 6 
cellor may take such immediate action as lie deems n. 11 " 
sary. The nature of the emergency and the action tff 68 ' 
to meet it shall be reported by the Begistrar at the ^ f 
ppsetffig of the Syndicate, * 
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8. At the meeting in November the Kegistrar shall 
place before the Syndicate for its consideration the 
budget for the year next ensuing. 

9. At all meetings of the Syndicate four members 
inclusive of the Chairman shall form a quorum, and the 
Vice-Chancellor, if present, shall preside. If the Vice- 
Chancellor withdraw before the meeting closes or if he 
is unable to attend, the members present shall elect a 
Chairman. The Chairman has, when necessary, a. cast- 
ing vote. 

10. The Regulations relating to notice of business 
contained in Chapter I, Regulation 19, shall apply to all 
business proposed at a meeting of the Syndicate. 

11. The Chairman at a meeting of the Syndicate may 
at his discretion apply the Regulations prescribed for 
discussion of matters at the Senate. 

12. The Executive Government of the University is 
vested in the Syndicate. 

It shall be the duty of the Syndicate, subject to the 
revision and control of the Senate — 

(a) to order examinations in conformity with the 
Regulations and to fix dates for holding them ; 

(5) to appoint examiners, and if necessary to remove 
them, and to fix their fees, emoluments and 
travelling and other allowances, and to appoint 
'Boards of Examiners and Moderators ; 

(c) to appoint University servants, other than the 

Registrar, and if necessary to suspend or remove 
them, and to fix their salaries, emoluments and 
travelling and other allowances ; 

(d) to appoint Inspectors or Boards of Inspectors 
for inspecting affiliated Colleges and Colleges 
applying for affiliation, and to fix their travell- 
ing and other allowances ; 

(c) to declare the results of the various University 
Examinations, and to recommend for degrees, 
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honours, diplomas, licenses, titles and marks of Ch. II. 
honour ; 

(f) to award stipends, scholarships, medals, prizes 

and other rewards in conformity with the regu- 
lations and the conditions prescribed for their 
award ; 

(g) to administer all trusts and endowments vested 
in the University; 

( 7* ) to keep the accounts of the University, and to 
correspond in the business of the University 
with the Government and other authorities and 
persons ; 

(i) to consider and make such reports or recommen- 
dations as may be deemed necessary on proposals 
or motions brought forward by the Fellows for 
consideration by the Senate ; 

(J) to publish lists of prescribed or recommended 
test-books and courses of study ; 

(Jc) to fix the scale of travelling allowances payable 
to Fellows of the University when attending 
meetings of the Senate ; 

(Z) to. prepare such forms and registers as are from 
time to time prescribed by these Regulations ; 

(m) and generally to perform all such duties and to 
do all such acts as may be necessary for the 
proper carrying out of the provisions of the 
Allahabad University Act of 1887 and of the 
Indian Universities Act of 1904, and the Regu- 
lations framed under them, or under any other 
Statute or Act, or of the resolutions and direc- 
tions of the Senate. 

13. Save when otherwise provided for by these 
Regulations, any one or more of the powers and duties 
hereby conferred and imposed on the Syndicate may, ‘ 
subject to its supervision, control and approval, be exer- 
cised and performed by a Sub-Committee appointed for 
the purpose. 
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14. Any Fellow or Fellows may make any recommend- 
ation to the Syndicate and propose any Buie or Beguhv 
tion for the consideration of the Syndicate, Such 
recommendation or proposal shall be sent in the form of 
a letter through the Begistrar. 


Ohaptjeb HI. 

THE FACULTIES. 

1. There shall be three Faculties in the University-— 
the Faculty of Arts, the Faculty of Science, and the 
Faculty of Law. 

2. The following persons shall be appointed mem- 
bers to one or more of the respective Faculties : — 

(1) The Director of Public Instruction for the 

United Provinces. 

(2) The Director of Puhlio Instruction for the 

Central Provinces. 

(3) Those Fellows of the University who on the 

fourteenth day of January 1905 were assigned 
to the respective Faculties by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor under the order of the Senate and who, 
on the day fixed for the coming into force of 
these Eegulations, are still Fellows of the 
University, and 

(4) Such other Fellows as may, from time to time, 

be assigned to a Faculty by order of the 
Senate : Provided always that the number of 
Fellows on — 

(a) The Faculty of Arts shall not be less than 
twenty, 

(?>) The Faculty of Science shall not be less than 
twelve. 

(c) The Faculty of Law shall not be less than eight, 

3. 'Within ten days of the appointment or election of 
a Fellow the Vice-Chancellor shall, when such Fellow 
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ha, s not previously been assigned by the Senate to a G h* HI* 
Faculty and when no order for his assignment has been 
passed by the Senate, assign the Fellow so appointed or 
elected to a Faculty. 

4. The assignment shall be notified to the Senate 
at the first meeting next ensuing after his assignment 

, for confirmation. 

5. The Senate may, from time to time, assign any 
Fellow to one or more Faculties : Provided always that 
no member of a Faculty may vote at an election o£ 
Fellows in more than one Faculty. 

6. A member of a Faculty shall continue to be member 
of that Faculty so long as he continues to be a Fellow of 
the University : Provided always that a Fellow on re- 
appointment or re-election , shall be assigned by the 
Vice-Chancellor or Senate as though he was being 
appointed or elected for the first time. 

7. A member of a Faculty who has not during a 
period of two years attended at least one meeting of the 
Faculty shall cease ipso facto to be a member of that 
Faculty. 

8. The members of each Faculty shall elect at the 
Annual Meeting of the Faculty one of their number to 
be Dean of that Faculty. The Dean so elected shall 
hold office until the next Annual Meeting of the Faculty 
and shall he eligible for re-election. 

9. On a vacancy occurring in the office of Dean of a 
Faculty before the expiration of the term of his office, 
the Vice-Chancellor shall select a member of the Faculty 
to act as Dean for the remainder of such term. 

10. Every meeting of a Faculty shall be convened by 
the Begistrar under the orders of the Syndicate or of the 
Dean of the Faculty. 

11. Five members of the Faculty of Arts shall consti- 
tute a quorum. Three members of any other Faculty 
shall constitute a quorum of such Faculty. 
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12. At any meeting of a Faculty the members shall 
consider and report to the Syndicate on the courses of 
study to be followed by candidates for the examination 
of the .University, on the examinations to be passed, on 
other conditions to be fulfilled by candidates for degrees, 
and on any other question or questions as may seem to 
any member to fall within the province of the Faculty. 

13. At the meetings in November and in March the 
members of the Faculty may add to their number regis- 
tered graduates in the Faculty and other persons pos- 
sessing special knowledge of the subject of the study 
represented by the Faculty : Provided always that the 
number so added (a) shall not exceed one-fourth of the 
number assigned to such Faculty, (b) shall hold office for 
one year only from the date of appointment, and (c) 
shall be eligible for re-appointment. 

14. Each Faculty shall on a date in November to he 
fixed by the Vice-Chancellor hold a meeting to he called 
the Annual Meeting of the Faculty. 

15. Not less than fourteen days’ notice of any meet- 
ing of a Faculty shall be given by the Registrar. 

16. At each meeting of a Faculty the Dean of the 
Faculty or, in the absence of the Dean, a member chosen 

by the members present, shall preside. 

17. The Regulations relating to notice of business 
contained in Chapter 1, Regulation 19, shall apply to 
all business proposed at a meeting of a Faculty. 

18. The Chairman at a meeting of a Faculty may at 
his discretion apply the Regulations prescribed for 
discussion of matters at the Senate. 



Chapter IV. 


BOARDS OF STUDIES. 

1. Boards of Studies shall bo constituted for the 
subjects of University study as may from time to time be 
pmenWd by the Senate. 
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2. The Faculty of Arts shall elect from among its Ch> 
members Boards of Studies for — 

(i) English Literature. 

(ii) Philosophy. 

(m) Sanskrit. 

(iu) Arabic and Persian. 

(v) Greek, Latin and Hebrew. 

(vi) History and Geography. 

(vii) Political Economy. 

(to) European Modern Languages. 

(ice) Teaching. 

(x) Indian Vernaculars. 

3. The members of the Board for English Literature 
shall not be more than nine in number. 

The number of members on each of the other Boards 
shall not exceed seven. 

4. The Faculty of Science shall elect from among its 
members Boards of .Studies for— 

(n Physics; 

(ii) 'Chemistry ; 

(iii) General Biology ; 

(iv) Mathematics. 

(v) Drawing and Surveying, 1 

The"' number of members on each of the above Boards 
shall not exceed seven. 

5. The members of the several Boards of Studies shall 
be elected at the annual meetings of the respective 
Faculties by whom they are constituted. Each member 
shall hold office for a period of two years from the date 
of election and shall be eligible for re-election. 

6. Each Board of Studies shall draw up a course for 
adoption in the subject with which the Board is 
concerned. 

7. Each Board of Studies shall report in the first 
instance to the Faculty by which it is elected, and the 
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Faculty shall forward each such report with its own 
report thereon to the Syndicate j except when other- 
wise directed by the Syndicate the reports shall be sent 
to the 'Registrar in time to allow of their being printed 
and circulated to the members of the Syndicate 
before the next meeting. 

If the Syndicate are of the opinion that the action of 
a Faculty regarding Text Books or Courses of Study 
requires reconsideration, it shall refer the matter back 
to the Faculty, In cases of disagreement after second 
reference, the matter shall be referred to the Senate 
for decision. 

8. A Board of Studies may bring to the notice of the 
Syndicate any matters connected with the examinations 
in its special subject. 

9. A Board of Studies may also report to the Faculty 
by which it is elected on any matters connected with 
the improvement of the course in its special subject. 

10. Each Board shall dispose of its business by meet- 
ings or correspondence, or by both, as may be 
convenient. 

11. The Registrar shall forward to the Convener of 
each Board any sample text-books in the subject under 
the Board which may be received from publishers or 
others. Tho Registrar shall procure for the ii.se of any 
Board books and periodicals which the Board may re- 
quire. He shall print any notes and minutes which a 
Board requires to be printed, and pay to the Convener 
of a Board any expenses incurred by a Board in circulat- 
ing boobs to the members of the Board : Provided that 
the Registrar may, in any case in which he considers it 
expedient, take the orders of the Syndicate before 
exercising any of the duties prescribed by this Regula- 
tion. 

12. Any two or more Boards may, and at the request 
of the Syndicate shall, meet and act in concurrence and

Chapteb VII. 

RECOGNITION OE SCHOOLS. 

1. The governing body or, where there is no 
body, the manager of a High School desiring* reco 
tion by the University shall, within two weeks fron^tk' 
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Ch. VII. commencement of the school year, send a letter of 
application to the Inspector of Schools for the Provinces, 
Circle or State in which the school is situated, and in 
it shall set out detailed information as to — 

(i) the names of the members who form and as to 

the constitution of the governing body, or the 
name of the manager, as the case may be ; 

(ii) the names of the teachers with the qualifica- 

tions of and the pay given to each teacher ; 

(in) for what course or courses prescribed for the; 
Matriculation Examination, it undertakes to 
make provision ; \ 

(iv) the text-books in use 

\ (v) the accommodation and the provision made for 
the instruction, health, recreation and discipline 
;• ; of the seliol u\s ; 

(vi) the financial position of the school and the 

sources and amount of income ; 

(vii) the scale of fees levied from scholars, and as to 

the provision, if any, made for the admission 
of poor scholars ; 

(viii) the observance or otherwise of all Inter-School 
rules prescribed by the Department of Public 
i Instruction. 

2. The application shall further contain an assurance 
by the governing body or, where there is no governing 
body, by the manager that after the school is recognised 
any transfer of management and all changes in the 
number and salaries of the teaching staff together with 
the reasons for the same shall be at once communicated 
to the Inspector and to the Registrar. 

3. The Inspector after making such enquiries as he 

I shall deem necessary shall, through the head of his 

Department, forward the letter of application to the 
I Registrar and on the application endorse a minute as to 

I whether the school is or is not worthy of recognition 

' r ■ together with a report embodying his opinion on the 

1 several matters referred to in Regulation 1 of this 
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chapter, and, in the case of schools, newly instituted, 
his opinion upon the general desirability of the institu- 
tion. 

If the Inspector considers the school worthy of recogni- 
tion, he shall state in what course or courses he recom- 
mends that recognition should be given. 

4. The Registrar shall lay the letter of application and 
the Inspector’s opinion before the . Syndicate at the 
meeting next following its receipt. The Syndicate may 
either enquire further, or, if satisfied that the school 
should be recognised, direct the Registrar to enter the 
school upon a list to be kept for the purpose and shall 
certify to the school through the Head of the Educa- 
tional Department that it has been recognised in one or 
more specified courses for the purpose of sending up 
candidates for the Matriculation Examination. 

4 (a). Where* a school desires to add to the courses of 
instruction, in respect of which recognition has been 
granted, the procedure prescribed by the foregoing regu- 
lations shall, as far as may be, be followed. 

o. The Inspector shall forward to the Registrar all 
notifications from a recognised school communicating 
transfer of management and change in number and 
salaries of the teaching staff, the result of which, in 
his opinion, will be that the. school no longer can 
conform with the Regulations prescribed by the Senate. 

6. The Syndicate shall, if satisfied from the reports 
furnished by the Education Department, or otherwise, 
that the school is no longer fit for recognition, direct 
the Registrar to warn the governing body that, unless 
within a period fixed by the Syndicate the school satisfy; 
the Syndicate that it has again attained such standard 
as the University at the time requires, the school will 
be struck off the list of recognised schools with effect 
from the commencement of the school year next ensuing. 
The Syndicate may from time to time extend the period 
so fixed. 

7. If within the time fixed by the Syndicate, or within 
such further time as may be allowed by it, the governing 
body or the manager of the school, as the case may be, 
fails to satisfy the Syndicate that the school does con- 
form with the Regulations prescribed, the Syndicate may 
strike the school off the list of recognised schools. The 
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VII, Syndicate shall in such case record in writing in what 
& respects the schools does not conform with the Eegula- 

VIII. tions prescribed, and when satisfied from a report of the 
Inspector or otherwise may reinstate the school on the 
said list as soon as the defects pointed out have been 
removed. 


Chapter VIII. 

AFFILIATION OF COLLEGES. 

1 . A College applying for affiliation shall in the appli- 
cation required by section 21 of the Indian Universities 
Act of 1904 specify, in addition to the information there- 
by required - 

(«) in what Faculty, 

( b) up to what standard in that .Faculty, 

(c) for what course or what courses in that Faculty 

it undertakes, if its application is granted, to 
make provision. 

2. The Syndicate, after considering the application of 
the College, the local enquiry and the further enquiry, if 
any, made under section 21 (2), clauses (a) and (6), of the 
Indian Universities Act of 1904, shall report to the 
Senate whether in their opinion the claim of the College 
to be admitted to affiliation may be granted in whole or 
in part. 

3. An affiliated College shall keep and maintain — ■ 

(i) a register of students admitted, 

(ii) a register of attendance, 

(iii) a register of fees, 

(iv) a register of scholarships, bursaries and stipends 

showing the Fund (or Funds) from which such 
scholarships, bursaries and stipends are paid. 

4. An affiliated College shall annually and on or before 
a date fixed by the Syndicate for the purpose submit to 
the Begistrar such reports and returns as may from time 
to time be prescribed by the Syndicate. 

5. Each affiliated College shall annually report the 
arrangements made foi* instruction in the various courses 
of study in respect of which it lias been affiliated. 
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8. The Syndicate shall have power from time to time Ch ’ 
to prescribe further returns and registers and the form 
in which all returns and registers shall be maintained 
by Colleges admitted to the privileges of affiliation. 

7. A College applying for affiliation in any course of 
instruction in experimental Science shall, in its letter 
of application, in addition to the conditions prescribed 
in section 21 of the Indiin Universities Act of 1904, 
satisfy the Syndicate— 

(a) that where the number of students in any class 

performing practical work in Physics or 
Chemistry exceeds sixteen, a competent De- 
monstrator is provided to assist the Professor 
in supervision ; 

( b ) that separate laboratories for Physics and Che- 

mistry are provided and that each of them 
is suitably equipped with furniture ; 

(c) that for chemical work the apparatus provided 

is of a standard not lower than that set forth 
in the lists from time to time prescribed by the 
Syndicate; 

(d) that for physical work the apparatus provided 

conforms to the standard from time to time 
prescribed by the Syndicate ; and 

(e) that the laboratories are equipped with the 

apparatus necessary for performing the experi- 
ments set out in the course of studies prescrib- 
ed by the Syndicate for the practical course 
in Physics. 

8. Upon the coming into force of these .Regulations 
the Syndicate shall depute one or more Pellows to 
inspect each affiliated College and to report to the 
Syndicate how far the College fulfils the requirements 
laid down by section 21 of the Indian Universities 
Act of 1904 or by these Regulations : Provided that if 
from any cause it be found impossible, upon the coining 
into force of these Regulations, to arrange for such 
inspection, the Senate may, upon the report of the 
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Ch. VII L Syndicate, postpone the coming into force of this 
Ch & IX Regulation until March 1907. 

9. The Syndicate shall so arrange that every College 
affiliated before these Regulations come into force shall 
be inspected before the end of the third year from which 
the Inspectors began their work. 

10. The Fellows deputed to inspect shall forward a 
report of their inspection to the Registrar, who shall 
submit it to the. Syndicate at their next meeting. 

11. The Syndicate after considering the report may 

make further inquiry or may, upon the report so fur- 
nished, if they consider it necessary, call upon the College 
to take steps to bring the College into conformity with 
the conditions required by the Indian Universities Act of 
1904 or by these Regulations. ' 

12. The Syndicate shall specify definitely the point 
or points in which they consider the College deficient 
arid fix a time within which the College shall take the 
action necessary to rectify the deficiencies pointed out, 

IS. The Syndicate upon good cause shown may 
extend the period so fixed. 

14. The Syndicate shall provide that each affiliated 
College shall be inspected at least once within the 
period of five years after affiliation or after the inspec- 
tion last held. 

15, Regulations 10 to 14 of this chapter shall 
apply also to all inspections of a College subsequent 
to the first inspection. 


INTER-COLLEGE REGULATIONS. 

The following Regulations shall be observed by all 
affiliated Colleges : —

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Chapter X. 

RESIDENCE' AND CONDUCT OF STUDENTS. 

1. Every student who has not completed his twen- 
tieth year shall reside— 

(a) with a parent, guardian or with a Mend ap- 
proved by the parent or guardian in writing, 

or 

(b) where accommodation suited to the caste and 
creed of the student is available, either in 
lodgings approved by the Principal of the 
College of which he is a student or in a 
licensed hostel. 

2. The Manager or Secretary of a Hostel, at which 
students reading in Colleges affiliated to the University 
reside, who desires to have his institution placed upon 
the list of Licensed Hostels, shall apply to the Syndi- 
cate through the Registrar sending a copy of the rules 
of the institution together with a sketch plan of the 
buildings and grounds. 

3. The Syndicate after satisfying itself that due 
provision has been made in the rules for the proper 
management of the institution shall depute a member 
or a board of members of the University to inspect the 
institution and to report to it upon the arrangements 
made for board, lodging, moral discipline, recreation 
and resident supervision. 

4. The Syndicate after consideration of the report 
shall inform the Manager or Secretary whether his 
institution can or cannot be placed upon the list of 
Licensed Hostels ; and in the event of the application 
being refused shall communicate the reasons for refusal. 

5. The Resident Superintendent of a Licensed 
Hostel shall in every case be a man of education and 
character and of a, respectable family. 


Oh, 
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6. A Licensed Hostel shall be open to inspection at 
any time by the Principals of Colleges who have 
students resident at the Hostel and by a member or a 
board of members of the University deputed by the 
Syndicate to visit it. 

7. A Licensed Hostel shall be required to maintain 
and to produce for inspection when called for an 
admission register, a register of attendance and a con- 
duct register. 

8. The Kesident Superintendent shall at once re- 
port to the Syndicate any alterations in the rules for 
their confirmation. 

9. The Principal of a College shall satisfy himself 
that the management of a Licensed Hostel in which 
'students of his College reside is maintained in accord- 
anee with the conditions under which it received its 
license, and shall report to the Syndicate if it is not so ; 
maintained. 

10. Students expelled from Colleges under the pro- 
visions of the Inter-College Eegulations shall not be 
admitted to any Licensed Hostel. Students rusticated 
shall not be permitted to reside in a Licensed Hostel 
during the period for which they have been rusticated. 

11. The Superintendent of a Licensed Hostel shall 
send monthly lists of the students residing in the 
Hostel to tLie Principals of Colleges concerned, and 
shall report to them cases of serious misconduct. 

12. Before cancelling any license the Syndicate 
shall communicate to the Manager of the Hostel the 
grounds on which it considers it necessary to withdraw 
the license granted. The Syndicate shall consider the 
written explanation, if any, that may bo furnished by 
the Manager within 14 days of its communication 
made to him, and may then cancel the license or pass 
such other order as it deems fit. 
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CllAPTER XI. 

, EXAMINATIONS. 

General Exiles. 

1. Every candidate for any Degree granted by the 
University shall, except when exempted by any of these 
Begulations, be required to matriculate before entering 
upon the course prescribed for such Degree. 

2. Any student who shall have (i) matriculated at the 
Universities of Calcutta, Madras, Bombay or the Punjab, 
(ii) passed any other such examination as the Senate may 
from time to time consider equivalent, may be. admitted 
as a student of an affiliated College, and shall be exempted 
from passing the examination for Matriculation. 

3. The Syndicate shall, in addition to those candi- 
dates who have passed the Matriculation Examination, 
admit as undergraduates of the University:—- 

(a) Candidates who hold certificates of having passed — • 

(i) the Examination known as the Senior Cam- 

bridge Local, or 

(ii) the Einal Examination prescribed for Euro- 

pean Schools ; 

(iii) the School-leaving certificate examination ; 

and 

(b) Students from the Mayo College, Ajmer, who on 
passing the Einal Examination have been granted a 
diploma by the Government of India. 

3 (a). Any student in the Central Provinces, including 
Berar, and in the States included in the Eajputana and 
Central India Agencies who, prior to the 1st day of 
November, 1904, had commenced a course of instruction 
under the Buies and Begulations of the Calcutta Univer-* 
sity and who before the 1st day of February, 1907, shall 
have satisfied the Senate of the University of Calcutta in 
any examination held by that University shall, for the 
purpose of further examinations in this University, be 
deemed to have passed an examination in this University 
corresponding to that in which he has been pronounced 
qualified by the University of Calcutta. 
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3 (?>). The certificate- of the School or College in which 
such student had commenced his course of study prior to 
the 1st day of November, 1904, shall be sufficient evidence 
that the student had commenced a course of instruction 
under the EuJes and Regulations of the University of 
Calcutta. 

4. Within fourteen days of joining an affiliated College, 
a candidate who has passed the School-leaving certificate 
examination or the final examination of the Mayo College, 
Ajmer, shall pay to the University through the Principal 
of his College, a Matriculation fee of ten rupees. 

4 (a). A candidate for any University Examination 
subsequent to Matriculation shall* six weeks before the 
date fixed for the commencement of the examination— 

(1) pay into the office of the Registrar the fee pre- 

scribed for such examination ; 

(2) intimate the subject or subjects in which he 

desires to present himself for examination ; 
and 

(3) along with his application for admission furnish 

the Registrar with a certificate from the 
Principal of his College certifying that he has 
fulfilled the conditions laid down by these 
Regulations.

6. A candidate who fails to pass or who from sickness 
or other cause is unable to present himself for any exam- 
ination shall not receive a refund of his fee : provided 
that the Syndicate may for sufficient cause permit the 
candidate to present himself for the next ensuing exam- 
ination without payment of a further fee. 

7. Except as provided in Regulation 6, a candidate when 
admitted to one or more subsequent examinations shall 
before admission pay the prescribed fee for such exam- 
ination on each occasion when he is so admitted. 

8. Upon receipt of the fee prescribed the Registrar 

shall furnish to the Head of the Institution from which 
the candidate presents himself an examination fee 
receipt. , 

9. Principals and Head Masters may retain the exam* 
ination fee receipts and issue the same to candidates 
fifteen days before the examination commences. If the 
candidate has been irregular in attendance since the date 
on which he paid his fee, the examination fee receipt 
may be withheld, and the name and the reason for with- 
holding the receipt shall be at once reported to the 
Registrar. 

10. A candidate may not be admitted into the examina- 
tion room unless he produce to the officer conducting 
the examination his examination fee receipt, or satisfy 
Such officer that it will he subsequently produced. 

11. The Registrar may, if satisfied that an examination 
fee receipt has been lost or destroyed, on payment of a 
f urther fee of Re. 1, : grant a duplicate examination fee 
receipt. The receipt so granted shall have prominently 
entered on it the number and date of the receipt origi- 
nally granted. 

12. With the exception of the Previous Examination 
in Law, each of the examinations subsequent to the 
Intermediate Examination in Arts shall be held

13, The course of studies and the text-books for each 
examination shall be determined on and notified at least 
two years before the examination is held ; in. no year 
shall more than one-half of a course be altered. 

14. Except when otherwise provided in these Regula- 
tions, the names of the students approved shall be placed 
by the Syndicate in three divisions in alphabetical order 
and arranged according to the Colleges or Schools in 
which they have studied. 

15 To every student who satisfies the Examiners the 
Registrar shall give a certificate showing the subjects 
in which the student passed and the division or class in 
which he was placed by order of the Syndicate. Dip- 
lomas in respect of a degree shall he laid by the Regis- 
trar before the Vice-Chancellor for his signature ; other 
certificates shall be signed by the Registrar. 

16. No candidate who has failed in the examination 
shall be admitted to a subsequent examination unless he 
, has attended a regular course of study in an affiliated 
College during the academical year in wtih'h the subse- 
quent examination may be held : provided that the Syndi- 
cate may, in exceptional cases and on the application of 
the Principal of tho College at; which the candidate has 
been reading, permit a candidate who has attended a 
regular course of study in an affiliated institution in any 
year subsequent to the year in which ho last failed, to be 
examined at the next examination.

* Candidates, whose mother- tongue is English, am required 
to show a fair knowledge of the Latin grammar and vocabu- 
lary, enabling them to analyse grammatically and etymologi- 
cally English words of Latin origin, to explain Latin quotations 
of not too difficult a nature, and to trace “ Latin isms” that 
may occur in the idiom and syntax of English writers. 
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2. The examination will be entirely vivd voce, based Oh. XVI. 
chiefly on an original thesis offered by the candidate, at 
least six months before the annual meeting of the 
Senate, upon (a) any subject connected with Ancient 
India (History, Philology, Arohseology, Philosophy, 
Beligion, etc.), if the candidate has taken his M.A. Degree 
in Sanskrit ■ or (b) Arabic Philology, Comparative Philo- 
logy of the Semitic languages, History of Arabic 
language or literature, etc., if the candidate has taken 
his M.A. Degree in Arabic. 


The following procedure to be adopted with regard to the

No application for admission to the examination for the 
Degree of Doctor of Letters will be entertained unless two 
Members of the Faculty of Arts, or two Doctors of the Univer- 
sity, shall have testified to the satisfaction of the Syndicate 
that the candidate is a fit and proper person for the Doctor's 
Degree. 

Every intending candidate should communicate to the 
Faculty of Arts the special subject that he has chosen for the 
original thesis. The Faculty will then appoint a Board oh three 
Members who will advise the candidate as to the amount of 
knowledge and research required of him. In presenting the 
thesis the candidate should state what part of the thesis he him- 
self considers original, and what authorities he has utilised in 
preparing the thesis. On receipt of the thesis the Board 
aforementioned will examine it with a view to determining 
whether it is of sufficient value and importance. When they 
have satisfied themselves on this point they will ask the candi- 
date to present himself for a thorough vivS voce examination. 
If after this the Examiners are convinced that the candidate has 
really worked on original lines and is fully conversant with his 
subject, they will make a report to that effect to the Faculty 
of Arts which, through the Syndicate, will recommend the 
candidate to the Senate for the award of the Degree. 

The thesis of successful candidates will he published by 
the University, and the names of the Examiners will he 
printed therein.

1. Upon receipt of a notice from the Local Govern- 
ment inviting the Senate to recommend one of its Fellows 
to be nominated Councillor for making Laws and 
Regulations, the Vice-Chancellor shall, for the purpose 
of making such recommendation, convene a Convocation 
consisting of — 

(i) the Senate ;

The hood shall be of black 
silk lined with pearl grey silk. 

In the case of all graduates the cap shall be either a 
black cloth square cap with black silk tassel, or, if pre- 
ferred, a £i turban” or “ amaina” of approved pattern. 

5. The fee prescribed for the initial entry of a 
graduate in any Faculty upon the register of graduates 
is Es. 3. The name so entered shall be retained on 
payment of an annual fee of Ee. 1 to be paid on or 
before the 15th day of January in each year : provided 
that a graduate whose name has been entered upon the 
register may at any time compound for all subsequent 
payments by paying a sum of Es. 16. 

6. The Syndicate shall from time to time prepare such 
forms and registers as may be deemed necessary. The 
forms when so prepared shall be appended to these 
Begulations and shall, with such variations as the 
circumstances of each case require, be used for the 
respective purposes therein mentioned. 

7. In these Begulations the following words and 
expressions have the following meanings unless a differ- 
ent intention appears from the subject or context ; — 

(a) “ Affiliated College ” means a College affiliated 
to the University of Allahabad in the one or 
more courses of study prescribed for and up to 
the standard required for any examination 
specified or intended in the Begulation in 
which the words occur. 

(5) “ Gazetted holiday” means a day gazetted as 
a holiday by the Board of Revenue, U.P. 

(c) “ Governing Body ” includes the proprietor, founder 
and trustee of a High School. 
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(c l) “Eegular course of study " means 

( % ) not less than 7 6 per cmt of attendance in one 
year, i.e., from the beginning of the school 
or academical year up to the latest date of 
sending in applications for admission to the 
examination. 

(u) or, where the course prescribed extends over 
two years, not less than 75 per cent of attend- 
ance on the two years calculated together. 

8. These Regulations shall come into force on the 1st 
day of November, 1905. Notwithstanding anything 
contained in these Eegulations to the contrary, the 
Provisional Syndicate, Provisional Faculties, Provisional 
Boards of Studies and Provisional Boards of Examiners 
shall continue until the second Monday in the month 
of November 1905 to be respectively the Syndicate, 
Faculties, Boards of Studies and Boards of Examiners 
and to exercise all such powers as have been conferred 
upon them by these Eegulations before they came 
into force. 




RULES OP THE SYNDICATE. 


BULES OF THE SYNDICATE. 


1. The Syndicate shall appoint every year the follow- 
ing Sub -Committees of its members, viz . : — 

1. A Sub-Committee or Sub-Committees to bring out 
and declare the results of such University examinations 
as may be entrusted to such Sub-Committee or Sub- 
Committees. 

II. A Sub-Committee of Einance. 

III. A Sub-Committee to scrutinise and report upon 
the applications for the affiliation of colleges and the 
recognition of schools and the returns and statements 
furnished by colleges and the reports of inspection of 
colleges. 

IV. A Sub-Committee to consider the applications 
made under section 19 of Act No. VIII of 1904 and 
under regulations 9, 10 and 11 of Chapter XII of the 
regulations of the University. 

Each of the above Sub-Committees shall consist of 
not less than three, or more than five members, who 
shall be appointed at the annual meeting of the 
Syndicate. Vacancies in the course of the year shall be 
filled up at the meeting of the Syndicate next following 
the vacancy. 

2. A member of each of the above Committees shall be 
appointed as Convener. 

3. The Conveners of the Sub-Committees respectively 
shall submit to Syndicate a note of the proceedings of 
each meeting of the Sub-Committee, together with the' 
names of the members present at the meetings. 

4. The Sub-Committee or Sub-Committees for bring- 
ing out the results of the various University examina- 
tions shall act in conformity with the regulations of the 
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University and in accordance with such directions as are 
from time to time given by the Syndicate. 

5. The Sub-Committee of Einance shall consider and 
report on all matters affecting the finances of the Uni-, 
versity and shall — 

(1) Prepare the University Budget. 

(2) Consider ways and means and the financial 
effects of any important measure in contem- 
plation. 

(3) Make recommendations when necessary to the 
Syndicate on all matters relating to the finances 
of the University. 

(4) Keport upon all matters referred to them by the 
Syndicate for consideration.

7. An Examiner who comes from an out-station to 
conduct the viva voce examination shall receive single 
first class fare each way and Es. 10 per diem while he 
is engaged in conducting the examination.

In such 
cases a duplicate of a certificate, the original . of which 
was signed by the Registrar, may be granted on pay- 
ment of a fee of Bs.

Chancellor, on payment of a fee of Rs. 10,

(ii) For all journeys performed by road, eight anna# 

per mile from his permanent place of resi- 
dence to the nearest Railway station, and 
back. 

(iii) For each day on which a meeting is attended, 
five rupees.

Double first class fare as travelling, and rupees five per 
ctiem as halting allowance for members of the Boards of 
Examiners and Moderators residing outside Allahabad.

MATRICULATION EXAMINATION. 

English. 

Three papers will be set. One paper will be set from 
the prescribed course in Prose together with £ unseen ' 
passages, and questions on Grammar and Idiom on both. 
A second paper will be set from the prescribed course 
in Poetry together with 4 unseen ’ passages, and questions 
on Grammar and Idiom on both. In the third paper 
passages in an Indian vernacular (Urdu, Hindi, Mahratti, 
Gujrati, Bengali, Parbatia, Tamil, Telugu, Uriya) will be 
set for translation into English ; but for such trans- 
lation there will be substituted English Composition in 
the case of any candidate whose mother tongue is 
English. 

N. B .-~ Forty per cent of the marks for each of the first two 
papers will be allotted to ‘ unseen ' passages.

Mathematics. 

There will be two papers in Mathematics, one paper in 
Arithmetic and Algebra, and a second paper in Geometry , 

The courses shall be as follows : — 

(1) Arithmetic. — The whole of Arithmetic. (The uses 
of Algebraical symbols and processes shall be permitted.) 

(2) Algebra.— The four simple rules, Fractions, Greatest 
Common Measure, Least Common Multiple, Factors, 
Proportion, Simple Equations of one or more unknown 
quantities with easy problems, Square Boot, Simple ques- 
tions on Fractional and Negative Indices, Quadratic 
Equations of one unknown quantity with easy problems. 
Easy graphs. 

{Candidates will be provided with squared paper.) 

(3) Geometry. — The course includes both Practical and. 
Theoretical Geometry, and every candidate shall be ex- 
pected to answer questions in both branches of the 
subject. 

The questions on Practical Geometry shall be set on 
the constructions contained in the annexed Schedule A, 
together with easy extensions of them. All figures should 
be drawn accurately, for which purpose every candidate 
should provide himself with a graduated scale, a pair of 
set squares, a protractor, compass and a hard pencil. 

The questions on Theoretical Geometry shall consist 
of Theorems contained in the annexed Schedule B. to- 
gether with easy extensions and deductions with nurneri- 
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cal illustrations. Any proof of a proposition shall be 
accepted which appears to the examiners to form part of 
a systematic treatment of the subject; the order in 
which the theorems are stated in Schedule £ is not 
imposed as the sequence of their treatment. In the 
proof of the theorems hypothetical constructions shall 
be permitted.

Bisections of angles and of straight lines. 

Construction of perpendiculars to straight lines. 

Construction of an angle equal to a given angle. 

Construction of parallels to a given straight line. 

Simple cases of the construction from sufficient data 
of triangles and quadrilaterals. 

Division of straight lines into a given number of equal 
parts or into parts in any given proportions. 

Construction of a triangle equal in area to a given 
polygon. 

Construction of tangents to a circle and of common 
tangents to two circles. 

Simple cases of the construction of circles from sufficient 
data. 

Construction of a fourth proportional to three given 
straight lines and a mean proportional to two given 
straight lines. 

Construction of regular figures of 3, 4, 6 or 8 sides in 
or about a given circle. 

Construction of a square equal in area to a given 
polygon. 

SCHEDULE B. 

Angles at a Point. 

If a straight line stands on another straight line, the 
sum of the two angles so formed is equal to two right 
angles ; and the converse. 
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If two straight lines intersect, the vertically opposite 
angles are equal. 

Parallel Straight Lines. 

When a straight line cats two other straight lines, if 

(i) a pair of alternate angles are equal, or 

(ii) a pair of corresponding angles are equal, or 

(iii) a pair of interior angles on the same side of 
the cutting line are together equal to two 
right angles, 

then the two straight lines are parallel; and the 
converse. 

Straight lines which are parallel to the same straight 
line are parallel to one another. 

Triangles and Rectilineal figures. 

The sum of the angles of a triangle is equal to two 
right angles. 

If the side of a convex polygon are produced in order 
the sum of the angles so formed is equal to four right 
angles. 

If two triangles have two sides of the one equal to 
two sides of the other, each to each, and also the angles 
contained by these sides equal, the triangles are con- 
gruent. 

If two triangles have two angles of the one equal to 
two angles of the other, each to each, and also one side 
of the one equal to the corresponding side of the other, 
the triangles are congruent. 

If two sides of a triangle are equal, the angles oppo- 
site to these sides are equal ; and the converse. 

If two triangles have the three sides of the one equal 
to the three sides of the other, each to each, the triangles 
are congruent. 

If two right-angled triangles have their hypotenuses 
equal, and one side of the one equal to one side of the 
other, the triangles are congruent. 
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If two Bides of a triangle are unequal, the greater side 
has the greater angle opposite to it ; and the converse. 

Or all the straight lines that can be drawn to a given 
straight line from a given point outside it, the perpen- 
dicular is the shortest. 

The opposite sides and angles of a parallelogram are 
equal, each diagonal bisects the parallelogram and the 
diagonals bisect one another. 

If there are three or more parallel straight lines and 
the intercepts made by them on any straight line that 
cuts them are equal, then the corresponding intercepts 
on any other straight line that cuts them are also equal.

Parallelograms on the same or equal bases and of the 
same altitude are equal in area. 

Triangles on the same or equal bases and of the same 
altitude are equal in area.

The square on a side of a triangle is greater than, 
equal to, or less than, the sum of the squares on the 
other two sides, according as the angle contained by 
those sides is obtuse, right, or acute. The difference 
in the case of inequality is twice the rectangle contained 
by one of the two sides and the projection on it of the 
other. . ' 
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Loci. 

The locus o£ a point which is equidistant from two 
Used points is the perpendicular bisector of the straight 
line joining the two fixed points. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two 
intersecting straight lines consists of the pair of straight 
lines which bisect the angles between the two given 
".lines. . 

The CiECii®. 

A straight line drawn from the centre of a circle to 
bisect a chord which is not the diameter is at right angles 
to the chord ; conversely the perpendicular to a chord 
from the centre bisects the chord. 

There is one circle, and one only, which passes through 
three given points not in a straight line. 

In equal circles (or in the same circle) (i) if two arcs 
subtend equal angles at the centres, they are equal ; (ii) 
conversely, if two arcs are equal they subtend equal 
angles at the centres. ' 

In equal circles (or in the same circle) (i) if two chords 
are equal, they cut off equal arcs ; (ii) conversely, if two 
arcs are equal the chords of the arcs are equal. 

Equal chords in a circle are equidistant from the 
centre ; and the converse. 

The tangents at any point of a circle and the radius 
through the point are perpendicular to one another. 

If two circles touch* the point of contact lies on the 
straight line through the centres. 

The angle which an arc of a circle subtends at the 
centre is double that which it subtends at any point on 
the remaining part of the circumference. 

Angles in the same segment of a circle are equal ; 
and, if the line joining two points subtends equal angles 
at two other points on the same side of it, the four 
points lie on a circle.

The angle in a semi-circle is a right angle, the angle 
in a segment greater than a semi-circle is less than a 
right angle, and the angle in a segment less than a semi- 
circle is greater than a right angle. 

* The opposite angles of any quadrilateral inscribed in a 
circle are supplementary ; and the converse. 

If a straight line touch a circle, and from the point of 
contact a chord be drawn, the angles which this chord 
makes with the tangent are equal to the angles in the 
alternate segments. 

If two chords of a circle intersect either inside or 
outside the circle, the rectangle contained by the parts 
of the one is equal to the rectangle contained by the 
parts of the other. 

Proportion : Similar Triangles. 

If a straight line is drawn parallel to one side of a 
triangle, the other two sides are divided proportionally ; 
and the converse. 

If two triangles are equiangular, their corresponding 
sides are proportional ; and the converse. 

If two triangles have one angle of the one equal to 
one angle of the other and the sides about these equal 
angles proportional, the triangles are similar. 

The internal bisector of an angle of a triangle divides 
the opposite sides internally in the ratio of the sides 
containing the angle, and likewise the external bisector 
externally. 

The ratio of the areas of similar triangles is equal to 
the ratio of the squares on corresponding sides.

(i) a pair of alternate angles are equal, or 

(ii) a pair of corresponding angles are equal, or

the cutting line are together equal to two 
right angles, 

then the two straight lines are parallel ; and the 
converse. 

Straight lines which are parallel to the same straight 
line are parallel to one another.

The sum of the angles of a triangle is equal to two 
right angles. 

If the sides of a convex polygon are produced in order 
the sum of the angles so formed is equal to four right 
angles. 

If two triangles have two sides of the one equal to 
two sides of the other, each to each, and also the angles 
contained by these sides equal, the triangles are con- 
gruent. _ 

If two triangles have two angles of the one equal to 
two angles of the other, each to each, and also one side 
of the one equal to the corresponding side of the other, 
the triangles are congruent. 

If two sides of a triangle are equal, the angles opposite 
to these sides are equal ; and the converse. 

If two triangles have the three sides of the one equal 
to the three sides of the other, each to each, the tri- 
angles are congruent. 

If two right-angled triangles have their hypotenuses 
equal, and one side of the one equal to one side of the 
other, the triangles are congruent. 

If two sides of a triangle are unequal, the greater side 
has the greater angle opposite to it; and the converse. 

Of all the straight linos that can. bo drawn to a given 
straight line from a given point outside it, the perpendi- 
cular is the shortest. 

The opposite sides and angles of a parallelogram are 
equal; each diagonal bisects the parallelogram anil the 
diagonals bisect one another. 

If there are three or more parallel straight linos and 
the intercepts made by them on any straight line that 
cuts them are equal, then the corresponding intercepts 
on any other straight line that cuts them are also equal.

The difference in 
the case of inequality is twice the rectangle contained 
by one of the two sides and the projection on it of the 
other. 

Loci. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two 
fixed points is the perpendicular bisector of the straight 
line joining- the two fixed points. 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two 
intersecting straight lines consists of the pair of straight 
lines which bisect the angles between the two given 
lines. 

The Circle. 

A straight line drawn from the centre of a circle to 
bisect a chord which is not the diameter is at right 
angles to the chord ; conversely the perpendicular to a 
chord from the centre bisects the chord. 
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There is one circle, and one only, which passes through 
three given points not in a straight line. 

In equal circles (or in the same circle) (5) if two arcs 
subtend equal angles at the centres, they are equal; ;( ii) 
conversely, if two arcs are equal, they subtend equal 
angles at the centres. 

In equal circles (or in the same circle) (i) if two 
chords are equal, they cut off equal arcs ; (ii) conversely, 
if two arcs are equal the chords of the arcs are equal. 

Equal chords in a circle are equidistant from the 
centre ; and the converse. ‘ 

The tangents at any point of a circle ami the radius 
through the point are perpendicular to otia another. 

If two circles touch, the point of contact lies on the 
straight line through the centres. 

The angle which an arc of a circle subtends at the; 
centre is double that which it subtends at any point on 
the remaining part of the circumference. 

Angles in the same segment of a circle arc equal ; and, 
if the line joining two points subtends equal angles at 
two other points on the same sid 1 of it, the four points 
lie on a circle. 

The angle in a semi-circle is a right angle, the angle 
in a segment greater than n semi-circle is less than a 
rigid angle, and the angle in a segment Jess than a semi- 
circle is greater than a right angle. 

The opposite angles of any quadrilateral inscribed in 
a circle are supplementary; and the converse. 

If a straight line touch a circle, ami from the point of 
contact a chord be drawn, the angles which this chord' 
makes with tho' tangent are equal to the angles in the' 
alternate segments. 

If two chords of a circle, intersect cither inside or 
outside tho circle, the rectangle contained by tho parts 
of the one is equal to the rectangle contained by the? 
parts of the other.

If a straight line is drawn parallel to one side of a 
triangle, the other two sides are divided proportionally ; 
and the converse, 

If two triangles are equiangular, their correspond- 
ing sides are proportional; and the converse. 

If two triangles have, one angle of the one equal to 
one angle of the other and the sides about these equal 
angles proportional, the triangles are similar. 

The internal bisector of an angle of a triangle 
divides the opposite sides internally in the ratio of the 
sides containing the angle, and likewise the external 
bisector externally. 

The ratio of the areas of similar triangles is equal 
to the ratio of the squares on corresponding sides.

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QUEEN-EMPBESS VICTORIA .JUBILEE MEDAL. 

In a letter from the Secretary to Government, North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh, No. —ISL, of 1888, 
dated 12th — 16th January, 1888, a Government pro- 
missory note for Es. 1,000 was transferred to the Uni- 
versity, being the gift of Mohan Lai Vishnu Lai Pandya, 
Member and Secretary of the State Council of Mewar, 
Odeypur : which sum of one thousand rupees was set 
aside by him to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty the Queen-Empress of India, under the 
following conditions : —

GRIFFITH MEMORIAL FUND SCHOLARSHIPS. 
The Griffith Memorial Fund was formed from contri- 
butions made by friends and pupils of Mr. R. T. H. 
Griffith, and it was determined that the income arising 
from the fund was to be expended entirely on the 
encouragement of Sanskrit learning, such encouragement

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being restricted to the students of the Sanskrit College 
at Benares. 

The trust of the fund was accepted by the Syndicate 
of the University of Allahabad on the 6th November, 
1888, and the following rules were finally laid down : — 

The “Griffith Memorial Fund ” shall consist of the 
sum of Bs. 6,329-4-11 already realized for the purpose 
of establishing and maintaining a memorial of Mr. 
B. T. H. Griffith, M.A.,C.I.E., together with such 
further sum as may hereafter from time to time be 
collected for the said purpose. 

The property in the fund shall be vested in the 
University of Allahabad in trust for the following pur- 
poses : — 

The fund shall be invested in Government promissory 
notes, and the income accruing therefrom shall be applied 
annually to the bestowal of scholarships and prizes for 
the encouragement of and reward for proficiency in the 
study of Sanskrit learning at Benares. 

The said scholarships and prizes shall be denominat- 
ed the Griffith Memorial Scholarships and prizes res- 
pectively, and shall be awarded to such students only as 
are actually pursuing their studies at the Sanskrit 
College, Benares. 

The income of the fund shall be annually applied in 
the following manner : — 

(а) Two scholarships, not exceeding Rs. 5 per mensem 
each. 

(б) The surplus, if any, to prizes in money. 

The scholarships and prizes shall be awarded by a 
Committee constituted as follows : — 

(a) The Registrar, for the time being, of the Allaha- 
bad University. 

(J>\ The Superintendent of Sanskrit Studies, United 
Provinces of Agra and Oudh. 

(c) The Principal of the Sanskrit College, Benares. 
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(d) A Pandit of the Sanskrit College, Benares, to be 
appointed annually by the Director of Public Instruction, 
United Provinces of Agra and Oudh. 

(«) A competent person * to be nominated by the 
Syndicate of the Allahabad University, who may hold 
office for three years and be eligible for re-nomination. 

The Committee shall award the scholarships and 
prizes in accordance with the results of the annual 
examinations held in the Sanskrit College, Benares : 

Provided that the Committee shall award to any 
student of Sanskrit, whom Mr. It. T. H. Griffith may 
recommend, any Scholarship, for which he may be so 
recommended, subject to the conditions contained in the 
preceding rules. 

LUMSDEN MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIPS AND 
GOLD MEDAL. 

At a public meeting held at Benares on the 2nd 
August, 1891, it was resolved, in view of the approach- 
ing retirement of the Hon’ble J. J. F. Lumsden, C.S., 
Senior Member of the Board of Revenue, United Pro- 
vinces of Agra and Oudh, who, during his long connection 
with these Provinces, and more particularly with the 
Benares Division, had endeared himself to all classes, 
that in order to perpetuate his memory, a fund be raised 
for the purpose of founding a medal and two Scholar- 
ships. This fund, amounting to Rs. 7,000, has been 
vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowment for 
the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh. The interest 
is paid to the Registrar of the University of Allahabad, 
and is expended by the Syndicate in the following man- 
ner 

(a) The Syndicate awards every second year a scholar- 
ship called the “ Lumsden Sanskrit Scholarship ” of the 
value of Rs. 10 (now reduced bo Rs. 8) per mensem as 
Government Promissory Notes are reduced to 3| per cent. 

* By Syndicate Resolution No. 61, dated the 9th November, 1907, 
Mahama'hopadhyaya Pt. A. Bhattacharja was re-nominated a 
Member ot the Committee. 
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and tenable for two years to the student who passes the 
Intermediate Examination of the Allahabad University 
and obtains the highest number of marks in Sanskrit 
among those who take up Sanskrit as their second lan- 
guage. The Scholarship is awarded subject to the con- 
dition that the student continues his studies for the 
B.A. Examination in a College affiliated to the Univer- 
sity of Allahabad. 

(6) The Syndicate also awards every second year a 
scholarship called the “ Lumsden Arabic or Persian 
Scholarship” of the value of Es. 10 (now Es. 8 only) per 
mensem and tenable for two years to the student who 
passes the Intermediate Examination of the Allahabad 
University and obtains the highest number of marks in 
Arabic among those who take up Arabic as their second 
language. The scholarship is awarded, subject to the 
condition that the student continues his studies for 
the B.A. Examination. If no student passes the 
Intermediate Examination with Arabic as his second 
language in the year in which the scholarship is awarded, 
the scholarship will be awarded on the same conditions 
to the student who passes the said examination and 
obtains the highest number of marks in Persian as his 
second language. 

(o) The Syndicate also every year awards a gold 
medal of the value of not less than Es. 50 and not more 
fchai Es. CO, called the “Lumsden Medal,” to the student 
who elands highest in the examination. For the Degree 
of Bachelor of Laws of the Allahabad University. 

(eZ) If a student holding either of the scholarships 
discontinue his studies, die, or through misconduct or 
any other cause be considered by the Syndicate disquali- 
fied to hold tho scholarship, it will be given for the rest 
of the term of two years to the next best student of the 
same year who fulfils the requirements laid down m 
clauses (a) and (&) above. 

2. The Syndicate awards one of the aforesaid • scho- 
larships alternately every year commencing with the 
“Lumsden Sanskrit Scholarship” in 1893 and the 
“ Lumsden Arabic or Persian Scholarship” in 1894. 
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3. Tiie Syndicate will, from time to time, invest in 
Government securities any surplus that may remain over 
annually, after meeting the cost of the scholarships, of 
the medal, and incidental charges and will apply at their 
discretion the interest received from this source towards 
increasing the value or number of the scholarships.

.LALA SANWAL DASS STIPENDS. 

Musammat Bhagwan Dai, widow of the late Lala 
Sanwal Dass, Banker of Lucknow, made over a Govern- 
ment Promissory Note of the value of Bs. 20,000 to 
found four stipends of the aggregate value of Es. 50 
per mensem, in commemoration of the memory of her 
deceased husband for the support of poor students of 
the Khattri, and in their absence, of the Sarasivat # 
Brahman castes. These stipends, which are styled “ Lala 
Sanwal Dass Stipends,” are awarded in accordance with 
the following terms : — 

1, Pour stipends shall be awarded every year, viz. ; — 

(а) Two, tenable for two years, of the value of rupees 

five (5) per mensem in the first year, and of 
rupees six (G) per mensem in the second year. 

(б) Two, tenable for two years, of the value of 
■ rupees seven (7) per mensem in both years, 

2. The two stipends first mentioned shall be awarded 
every year to the most successful candidates of the 
Khattri and, in their absence, of the Saras wat Brahman 
castes, at the Entrance or the Matriculation Examination 
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of th^ University, and the leMaihing two (of Es. 7 per 
mensem ) to the two most successful candidates of the 
same castes, injfche same order, at the Intermediate Exam- 
ination of the University, from among the successful 
candidates of the said castes who may require the sti- 
pends to enable them to prosecute their studies further. 

3. The applicants'* for these stipends shall, along with 
their application for the same, forward certificates signed 
by at least two respectable members of the Khaiiri or 
Saraswai communities, showing the pecuniary position in 
life of the applicant or his guardian. Such certificates 
must be signed only by persons who can certify from 
fc-heir personal knowledge, and must also be counter- 
signed by the Head Master of the School or the Princi- 
pal of the College from -which the candidate appeared. 

4. The holders of these stipends shall prosecute their 
studies for the next higher University Examination at a 
College affiliated to the University, and shall hold their 
stipends only so long as they prosecute their studies 
diligently. The Syndicate may, at its discretion, stop 
the stipend of a student who has not shown due diligence 
in the prosecution of his studies, and may award it to 
another qualified student. 

5. In the event of any change hereafter in the Uni- 
versity Regulations as to the period of previous study 
necessary to qualify for admission to the Intermediate 

* or the Degree Examinations of the University, the Syn- 
dicate shall make such changes in the number', value or 
tenure of the stipends as may be required: provided 
always that the stipends shall be held only by poor 
students of the aforesaid two castes on terms as near as 
may be to those set forth above. 

6. In the event of any stipend remaining unawarded 
in any year or falling vacant for any reason, the Syndi- 
cate may at its discretion award it to any candidate qua- 
lified under Rule 3, and it may in its discretion increase

STATE SCHOLARSHIPS TENABLE AT OXFORD 
OR CAMBRIDGE BY NATIVES OF INDIA.* 
Resolution. 

In Home Department Resolution No* 360, dated 
30th June, 1868, a scheme was promulgated for the 
Creation of a certain number of Government scholar-? 
ships tenable in England by Natives of India. It 
was explained that the object of creating the scholar- 
ships was to encourage Natives of India to resort more 
freely to England for the purpose of perfecting their 
education and of studying for the various learned pro- 
fessions or for the Civil and other services in India. 
In a subsequent Resolution, dated 18th January, 1870; 

*1. These scholarships were instituted by Home Department 
Resolution No.~~|, dated the 12th February, 1886, No. dated 
the 23rd August, 1886, and No. dated 30th January, 1883. 

2. By Government oE India Home Department Resolution 
No. 221/238, dated the 19th March, 1907, a scholarship, (enable in 
England, for domiciled Europeans and Eurasians has been establish- 
ed. Europeans ancl Eurasians are therefore not eligible for the 
University State Scholarship, „ 
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the circumstances were set forth under which it had 
been determined to hold this scheme in abeyance. 
For some time past the Government of India has been 
in communication with Her Majesty's Secretary ox 
State regarding the re-establishment of a limited num- 
ber of Government scholarships tenable in England 
by Natives of India, and the Governor-General in 
Council is glad to be able now to announce that it 
has been decided to bring into immediate operation 
a scheme which, it is hoped, will have the effect of 
offering a certain measure of encouragement to the 
youths of this country to proceed to England for 
the purpose of completing their education either at 
the University of Oxford or at the University of 
Cambridge. 

2. Six scholarships, the cost of which will he defrayed 
by the Government of India, will he at once establish- 
ed. tenable in England by persons who are Natives of 
India within the meaning of Section 6 of the Statute Bo 
Vic., Cap. 3. The scholarships will be placed at the 
disposal of the Universities of Calcutta, Bombay, 
Madras and the Punjab in rotation,* one scholarship 
being given to each of the first two Universities during 
the present year (1886), and one scholarship to each 
of the last two during next year (1887). In allotting 
the scholarships in future years the same order will be 
observed.

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3. Each scholarship will entitle the holder to an 
allowance, not exceeding <£200 per annum , payable from 
the date of his arrival in England, and will be tenable for 
three years. No candidate should be more than 21 years 
of age. Each candidate to whom a scholarship may be 
awarded will be required to proceed to England within 
a reasonable period from the date of his selection, and 
to reside there for a period of three years, unless compel- 
led to return sooner by ill-health. 

4. Each scholar will be entitled to receive a sum of 
£100* for passage-money, and a similar sum will be pay- 
able within one month before his actual return to India 
if he should complete the full period of three years’, 
residence, or be compelled by sickness to return before 
the completion of that period. 

5. It is intended to reserve to the scholars the power 
of selecting, once for all, the course of study to be follow- 
ed by them in England. Each scholar will be required 
to bind himself by written engagement to submit to such 
regulations as may, from time to time, be framed by Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for the guidance of scholars. 

6. If any scholar, not being disabled by sickness, 
fails to complete a residence of three years in England 
or is guilty of gross misconduct or disregard of the orders 
of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State, he will, at the 
discretion of the Secretary of State, forfeit his scholar- 
ship and further be liable to refund the sum drawn by 
him as passage-money. 

7. Scholars will be expected to reach England before 
the opening of the October term at the University of 
Oxford or Cambridge, to one of which University they 
will be required to proceed.

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BULES FOE THE SELECTION OP CANDIDATES 
POE THE STATE SCHOLAESHIPS TENABLE 
IN ENGLAND BY NATIVES OF INDIA. 

1. The Syndicate shall in the year in which a State 
Scholarship tenable in England is placed at the disposal 
of the University and as soon as may be reasonably 
practicable after the results of the Examination in such 
year for the Degree of B.A. have been ascertained by 
the Syndicate, and at any other time or times as occasion 
may arise, select for the scholarship a person who is 
qualified in the manner specified by Eule 2. 

2. A person shall be deemed to be qualified for selec- 
tion by the Syndicate who is (a) a Native of India 
within the meaning of Section 6 of the Statute 33 Vic., 
Cap. 3 ; (b) under the age of 22 years on the 31st day 
of March in the year in which the selection is made ; 
(c) has qualified for the Degree of B.A. of the Uni- 
versity of Allahabad ; ( d) has satisfied the Vice-Chancel- 
lor, or in case of his absence, the Syndicate, that 
he is of good moral character, by the production 
of a certificate to that effect signed by the Principal 
of the College affiliated to the University at which he 
has studied, or by a Director of Public Instruction, or 
by an officer employed in the civil administration not 
inferior in position to a Magistrate of a district or by 
any other person whose certificate may be considered 
sufficient by the Vice-Chancellor, or, in his absence, 
by the Syndicate ; ( e ) has satisfied the Vice-Chancellor, 
or, in the case of his absence, the Syndicate, that he 
has a competent knowledge of the English language ; 
(/) has produced to the Vice-Chancellor, or, in case of 
his absence, to the Syndicate, a certificate signed by a 
medical officer not below the rank of a Civil Surgeon 
that he is physically capable of undergoing the course 
of life and study which he will have to follow in 
England ; and ( g ) is willing, with the consent of his 
family, to proceed to England in order to complete a 
University education. 
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3. Any person desirous of being selected by the Syn- 
dicate should, at as early a date as possible in the year 
in which the selection may be made, forward to the 
'Registrar of the University a signed notice to that effect, 
stating that, if selected, lie Will comply with such regu- 
lations relating to the scholarships and the holders 
thereof as the Secretary of State for India may at any 
time make, and shall forward to the Registrar such 
certificates as to his qualifications as he may have been 
able to obtain. 

4. After the selection, the Registrar shall give to 
the person selected a copy of the Regulations of the 
Secretary of State for India relating to the scholarships 
and the holders thereof. 


RULES EOE INDIAN GOVERNMENT SCHOLARS 
IN ENGLAND. 

1. Every scholar shall, on reaching England, at once 
present himself at the India Office and report his 
arriv al in writing. 

2. Every scholar shall, without any unnecessary delay , 
inform the Secretary of State to which University he 
intends to proceed, and shall at once take steps to enter 
himself at the College he has selected. 

3. Every scholar shall, within four weeks of reaching 
England, submit, for the approval of the Secretary of 
State, a statement showing the general course of study 
he proposes to follow ; and the course approved shall not 
be changed without the sanction of the Secretary of 
State. 

4. Every scholar shall, at the end of each term or resi- 
dence at the University, submit to the Secretary of State 
a certificate from the proper College or University author- 
ity, showing that his residence, conduct, and progress 
in. study have been satisfactory during the term. 

5 - Every scholar shall, at all times, obey such instruc- 
tions as he may receive from the Secretary of .State. 
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6. Subject to a due compliance with the above con- 
ditions, the allowance, at the rate of .£200 a year for 
three years, will be paid quarterly in advance by the 
India Office, commencing from the date of the scholar’s 
reporting his arrival in England ; but this allowance 
shall be reduced by the amount of any other sum which 
may become payable to him out of the revenues of India, 
in respect of residence at a University during the same 
period or any part of it. 

7. Every scholar M’ill forfeit his scholarship who, not 
being disabled by illness or prevented by any other 
cause which the Secretary of State may consider 
sufficient, fails to complete a residence of three years in 
England according to the terms and conditions approved 
by the Secretary of State under Eule 3, or who is guilty 
of misconduct or disregard of the orders of the Secretary 
of State. If a scholarship be forfeited, the scholar will 
lose his claim to a free return passage to India, and will 
further become liable to refund the cost of his free 
passage to England. 

8. The scholars will be under the special supervision 
and charge of the Political Aide-de-Camp to the 
Secretary of State, through whom the necessary orders 
will be given, and to whom all reports and other com- 
munications respecting them should be sent.

REGULATIONS. 

Prescribed by the Delegates of Local Examinations. 

■The fallowing Regulations have been framed by the Delegates 
of Local Examinations under the powers conferred, upon them by 
Statt. TH. II . , Sect. VII. (See pp. 2,8, 4, 5) 

1. The Delegates do not enter for examination the names of 
any candidates under this Statute (see clause II), Any appli- 
cation to the Delegates for a Certificate that a candidate has 
satisfied the provisions of clause 4 (a) must be made to the 
Secretary to the Delegates by the Head or Tutor of a College 
or Hall or by the Censor of NoD-Collegiate Students ; the 
documents from the Colonial or Indian University presented 
in support of such application must be left three clear days for 
examination, and a fee of two shillings must be paid to the 
Delegacy. 

The Head or Tutor or the Censor, as the case may be, will 
forward a written statement from the candidate that, he is not 
a matriculated member of the University, and that he bond 
fide intends to be matriculated as a member of the College or 
Hall, or as a Non-Collegiate Student. 

2. Application for Certificates of status (under the provi- 
sions of clause 12) must be made on a Form (No. 254), which 
may be obtained at the Office of the Delegacy, Merton Street,

Statt. Tit. II, Sect. VII. 
Oetobar, 1902. 


Section VII. — ON COLONIAL AND INDIAN 
UN1YEESXTLES. 

1. Any University situated in any part of the British 
Dominions, other than the United Kingdom, may apply 
to this University to be admitted to the privileges of 
this section of the Statutes. 

2. The application shall he addressed to the Vice- 
Chancellor, who shall report the same to the Hebdoma- 
dal Council. 

3. The Hebdomadal Council, after considering such 
application and after making such inquiry as it shall 
deem necessary, shall, if it thinks lit, propose to Convo- 
cation that the University so applying shall be admitted 
to the privileges of this section of the Statutes. A 
University admitted to the privileges conferred by this 
Section of the Statutes may at any time renounce such 
privileges : and this University may at any time by vote 
of Convocation withdraw the same from any University. 

4. Any member of a University so admitted, who 
shall have pursued a course of study prescribed by it 
and extending over two years, and who shall have 
passed all the examinations incident to the course, may 
be admitted to the status and privileges of a Junior 
colonial or Indian student. 

I 5. Any member of a University so admitted, who 
sh all have pursued a co ur se of study -prescribed ■ by : it an d 
extending over three f ull years, and who shall have taken 
Honours in the final examination incident to the course, 
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may be admitted to the status and privileges of a Senior 
Colonial or Indian Student.* 

6. It shall be the duty of the Hebdomadal Council to 
draw up and submit to Convocation a statement of the 
conditions under which a member of a University so 
admitted shall be deemed to have taken Honours as afore- 
said. Every such statement, if approved by Convocation, 
shall have the force of regulations made by Statute. 

7. The status and privileges of a Junior Student 
shall be as follows : — 

(a) The Term in which he is matriculated shall b© 
reckoned, for the purposes of any provisions respecting 
the standing of members of the University, as the fifth 
Term from, his matriculation. 

(b) A .Junior Student shall not be required to pass 
Responsions, or to pass in an additional subject at 
Responsions. 

(c) A Junior Student who has passed the Second 
Public Examination, and has obtained Honours either in 
the Pirst or in the Second Public Examination, shall 
be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Arts so soon as he shall have kept statutable residence 
for eight Terms. Provided that, if he is a Colonial 
Student, he has shown a sufficient knowledge of the 
Greek language. 

(<2) A Junior Student who has passed the Second 
Public Examination, but has not obtained Honours either 
in the First or in the Second Public Examination, shall 
be entitled to supplicate for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Arts so soon as he shall have kept statutable residence

If he makes his 
application later than a week from matriculation, he 
shall pay an additional fee of one pound. 

10. Any person qualified to become a Junior Student 
on matriculation may be admitted to any part of Bes- 
ponsions, any part or the First Public Examination, and 
any Preliminary Examination in the Second Public Ex- 
amination. 

11. Every person who, being qualified to become a 
Junior or Senior Student on matriculation, desires to 
have his name entered for an examination before he has

CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITY. 

Report of the Council of the Senate on the Affiliation of the 
University of Allahabad ; confirmed by the Senate on 
21 st November, 1895, as per letter dated Cambridge , 29 ih 
June , 1896. 

21si October, 1895. 

Tub Council of the Senate beg leave to report to 
the Senate as follow : — 

In course of last year the Vice-Chancellor received 
from the Registrar of the University of Allahabad an 
application for the affiliation of that University to the 
University of Cambridge. 

The Council have found that the constitution and 
scheme of examinations of the University of Allahabad 
closely resemble those of the University of Calcutta, and 
that the two Universities recognise each other on equal 
terms, the Examinations and degrees of the one being 
accepted as equivalent by the other. The Council there- 
fore decided that they would be prepared to recommend 
to the Senate that the application for affiliation be 
granted on terms similar to those approved by Grace 
I of 5th March, 1895, for the University of Calcutta ; 
and they communicated with the authorities of the 
University of Allahabad to this effect. They have now 
received an acceptance on the part of that University of 
the terms proposed. 

The Council accordingly recommend — 

1. That the University of Allahabad be adopted as an 
institution affiliated to the University of Cambridge. 
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2. That any matriculated student of the University 
of Allahabad be entitled to be admitted to the privileges 
of affiliation who has (1) in accordance with the regula- 
tions of that University studied for not less than two 
years at one or more Institutions for tlie education of 
adult students affiliated in Arts up to the B.A. standard; 
(2) passed the Entrance Examination, and also passed 
in the First Division in the Intermediate Examination 
in Arts or in the First or Second Division in the Exami- 
nation for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts of that Uni- 
versity : provided that in one of these Examinations or 
in some other Examination held by that University he 
has satisfied the Examiners in Greek, Latin, Sanskrit, 
Arabic or Persian.

MUIR CENTRAL COLLEGE, ALLAHABAD. 

Affiliated in Adts, 1883; in Science, 1896 and 1897; 
in Law, 1888. 

In 1870-71, Sir William Muir, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, acceding to a generally-expressed wish, invited 
the co-operation of the Chiefs and Feudatories of the 
Province of Agra and the territories adjacent in found- 
ing a Central College at Allahabad, the Seat of Govern- 
ment. His proposal having been warmly responded to, 
the College was temporarily opened in a hired building 
on the 1st July, 1872, The foundation stone of the 
Muir Central College was laid by Lord Northbrook in 
1873, and the College was opened by Lord Dufferin on 
the 9th April, 1886. It is built in a modified Saracenic 
style, and cost nearly nine lakhs of rupees. 

This institution admits all classes of students who 
have passed the University Entrance Examination, and 
is affiliated in Arts, Science, and Law. The course of 
instruction embraces the University requirements for 
degrees in those branches. The tuition fee is Rs. 8 per 
mensem in the first and second year classes ; Rs. 10 in 
the B.A. and Rs. 12 in the M.A. classes ; Rs. 5 in 
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the Preliminary Law class, and Ks. 8 in the Pinal Law 
class. 

A fund of sixty-nine thousand rupees in Government 
^ per cent notes, the endowments of II. II. the N aval) 
of Barnpur, the Maharajas of Yizianagram, Rewah, 
Panna, Oharkhari, and others, furnishes a number of 
local scholarships of various amounts. There are also 
minor stipends for the assistance of poor and deserving 
students. 

The late Nawab Ali Asghar Khan, O.S.I., of Rampur, 
by a wagf-mma, dated 18th November, 1872, endowed 
scholarships to the value of Rs. 50 monthly to be given 
to students who pass in Arabic. 

There are also the two following gold medals : The 
Peary Mohan Gold Medal for Science ; and Nil Kama! 
Mittra’s Gold Medal for Sanskrit ; one awarded in every 
alternate year. Also, a prize of Es. 40 is awarded 
annually to the best student in the first year class : and 
Chaudhri Dhyan Singh and Maulvi Hyder Husain's 
prize is awarded annually to the best Sanskrit and 
Persian student alternately.

Queen’s College, Benares, is supported by Government 
and is under the control of the Director of Public 
Instruction. United Provinces of Agra and Oudh. It is 
divided into College and School Departments, the former 
under the immediate charge, and the latter under the 
supervision of the Principal. 

English College. 

This College, teaching Arts up to the M.A. Standard, 
and also affiliated in Science, has a School Department 
attached to it. The tuition fees vary from Bs. 10 to 
Bs. 8 per mensem in the College and from Bs. 3 to 
4 annas in the School Department. Each class has its 
fixed rate of fee. The College and School are accessible 
to all classes on payment of an entrance fee of Bs. 2 
and Be. 1-8 respectively. Government scholarships are 
awarded according to the results of the University and 
departmental Examinations. There are also local scho- 
larships, amounting to about Bs. 150 per mensem, in the 
College Department. 

Connected with this College is a Boarding-House for 
district students.

CANNING COLLEGE, LUCKNOW. 

Affiliated in Arts, 1888 ; in Science, 1896 : in 
Law, 1888. 

This College, founded by the Taluqdars of Oudh in 
memory of the late Earl Canning, was opened on the 
1st of May, 1864. The institution comprises three 
departments, — the College proper, a Law Department, 
and an Oriental Department, in which only Sanskrit,, 
Persian and Arabic are taught. 

Canning College is supported by the Tal uqdars of Oudh 
aided by Government. By a Sanad, duly executed, the 
Taluqdars unanimously endowed the College in perpetuity 
with a percentage of the revenues of their taluks. This 
sum, amounting on an average to forty-one thousand 
rupees per -'.annum, is collected by the officers of Govern- 
ment, and is deposited in the Government Treasury for 
the use of the College. A Government grant-in-aid to 
the amount of twenty-five thousand rupees is also en joyed 
by the College. The total income from endowment, 
grant-in-aid, invested funds and fees aggregates eighty- 
one thousand rupees per annum. 

The institution Is open to all classes, and its object, 
as declared by the rules, is to impart instruction in the 
English Language and Literature, in Mathematics and 
Science, in Law and in the Oriental Classical Languages. 
Its management is vested in a Committee consisting of 



the Commissioner of Lucknow, the Deputy Commissioner, 
the. Inspector of Schools, Gudh Circle, District Judge, the 
Executive Engineer, the Principal, and the representatives 
of the Taluqdars. The fee for the College classes is— Rs. 8 
for the Intermediate class, Bs. 7-8 for the B. A. class, and 
Bs. 9 for the M.A, class. The Committee reserve to 
themselves the right of admitting Ondh students to the 
free list, or of admitting them on a modified fee. The fee 
for the Law classes is — for Art students Bs. 4 for the 
first year and Rs. 6 for the second year, and for outsiders 
Bs. 5 for the first year and Bs, S for the second year. 

The admission fee is Rs. 8 for all classes. 

In addition to Government scholarships, there are local 
scholarships to the value of Bs. 170 per mensem.

THE MUHAMMADAN AN GLQ-OBIENT AL 
COLLEGE, ALIGAEH. 

Affiliated in Arts, 1888; in Law, 1889, 

This institution has been established by the edu- 
cated and more advanced portion of the Muham- 
madans of Upper India, under the leadership of Sir 
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Sayed Ahmad, Khan Bahadur, K.C.S.I., LL.D. The 
objects in view are to place the benefits of liberal educa- 
tion within the reach of the Muhammadan community 
who have markedly failed to avail themselves of Govern- 
ment educational institutions ; and to reconcile the 
Muhammadans to the study of W estern science and 
literature by founding a scheme adapted to meet the 
special educational wants of the Muhammadan com- 
munity, However, the institution is catholic in its 
character and is open to students of every creed and 
race. 

This institution was first opened as a school in June, 
1875, and in January, 1878, it was converted into a 
College, and was from the beginning of that year affili- 
ated to the University of Calcutta up to the Standard of 
the First Arts Examination. In Arts the College has 
been affiliated to that University up to the B.A. Standard 
from the 1st January, 1881, and in Law it has been 
affiliated up to the B.L. Standard from the 1st January, 
188 8. 

In the College and School attached to it all subjects 
are- taught in the English language, and Arabic, Persian 
or Sanskrit is taken as the classical language. 

All the Muhammadan students are taught Theology 
iri Persian or Arabic, according to their sect, i.e., Sunnis.': 
according to the Sunni sect, and Shuts according to the 
sect. 

The College is governed by Trustees, for whose 
guidance laws and regulations have been passed on 
December 28th, 1889.

AGE A COLLEGE, AGRA. 

Affiliated nr Arts, 1889; in Science, 1896; 
in Law, 1889. 

In ISIS Ganga Dhar Shastri bequeathed to the East 
India Company the rents of certain lands in the dis- 
tricts of Aligarh and Muttra for the promotion of edu- 
cation- In accordance with Sliastri’s will, Agra College 
was opened in 1823, the endowment then yielding over 
Es. 22,000 a year. Subsequently Government added to 
the income and raised the College to its present status. 

In 18S3 the management was transferred to a Board 
of Trustees. The College now receives annual grants of 
Bs. 12,000 from Government and Es. 2,500 from the 
Municipality of Agra, in addition to the original 
endowment. At the time of the transfer the Trustees 
made an appeal to the noblemen and gentlemen of the 
Province of Agra, and a lakh of rupees was added to the 
endowment, while the capital of the Scholarship Fund 
was raised from Es. 25,000 to Es. 45,000. The Maharajas 
of Gwalior and Bhartpur maintain additional scholar- 
ships. 

The immediate control of the College is in the hands 
of a Committee, two of the members of which are official, 
the rest nominated by the Trustees. 

The College consists of two Departments, viz., the 
College proper under a Principal, and the School under 




a Head Master. There are 700 school hoys and students 
enrolled, of whom 122 are boarders in the College Board- 
ing House, and 104 in the Caste Boarding Houses.

ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE, AGE A. 

Arm-iAMD in Arts, .1888, 1S90, 1893; in Law, 1.891'.;' ■ 
and if Scibkce 1903. 

This College was established in 1850, and its founda 
tion was chiefly due to. the efforts of an influential body 
of Civilians and Military Officers, who were at that time 
members of the Local Committee of the Church Mission- 
ary Society; the Hon’ble J. E. Colvin, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the N.-W-P., being the patron, and Sir 
William Muir, the President. 

Their desire was to found a College for the education of 
the higher classes of Indian youths upon strictly Christian 
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principles, as they felt that such an institution, was 
greatly needed in order to create a higher moral and 
spiritual tone among those classes. 

In more recent years, owing to the rapid growth of 
the Indian Christian community, the object of the in- 
stitution has become somewhat changed. Whilst welcom- 
ing, as before, all Hindus and Muhammadans desirous of 
receiving a liberal education under Christian influences, 
the College has become recognised more specially as an 
institution where the education of Indian Christian 
youth is made a matter of primary importance. The 
following High Schools of the Church Missionary Society 
are affiliated to St. John’s College, viz. : —

The Christian students of these schools are eligible 
for various scholarships and other concessions, accord- 
ing to merit and circumstances. 

The buildings and conveniences have been consider- 
ably increased in recent years. They consist of the 
College ; the School ; Hostels for Christians and Hin- 
dus ; a College-chapel ; a swimming bath, etc. The Col- 
lege consist of three sections, viz. — 

• I. — An aided College Department which receives a 
grant-in-aid of Es. 500 per mensem from Provincial Funds 
with classes in Arts, Science, and Law. 

II. — A School Department, including a School-Final 
Class, which receives a grant-in-aid of Rs. 400 per 
month from Government. 

The fees are according to the scale of the Education 
Department, United Provinces of Agra and Oudh, for 
Aided Schools.

MOBBIS MEMORIAL COLLEG E, NAGPUB; C.P. 

Api’ili.itkd in Arts and Science, 1905. 

This College was established in 1885 to commemo- 
rate the long connection with the Central Provinces 
of Sir John Morris, late Chief Commissioner, by asso- 
ciating his name with an Institution for the promotion of 
higher education. The College is maintained partly out 
of the interest of the money subscribed by the people of 
the Nagpur and Chhatisgarh Divisions of the Central 
Provinces, and partly out of the grants by the Local 
Government and the Nagpur Municipal Committee and 
District Councils. The subscribers to the College fund 
have, under the sanction of Government, registered them- 
selves as “The Nagpur Biorris College Association” under 
Act XXI of I860, and the Institution is managed by 
a Council constituted as follows : — 

1. The Inspector of Schools, Nagpur Circle (by virtue 
of his office), 

2. The Commissioner, Nagpur Division (by virtue of 
his office). 

3. The Director of Agriculture and Settlement, Central 
Provinces (by virtue of his office). 

4. The Deputy Commissioner, Nagpur District (by 
virtue of his office). 

5. A member appointed by the Benefactors. 

6. A member appointed by the District Council, Nag- 
pur. 

7. A member appointed by the Municipal Committee, 
Nagpur. 
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8. A member appointed by the members of the Bar 
at Nagpur. 

In June, 1886, a Law Class was opened in connection 
with the College, with a view to preparation for the B.L. 
Degree of the Calcutta University, and with a view to 
assist candidates for pleadership in the Central Provinces. 
The tuition fees of the first and second year classes have 
been raised from Es. 3 to Bs. 4; that of the third and 
fourth year classes from Es. 3 to Es. 4-8 ; that of the law 
classes from Es. 3 to Es. 5 a month. 

In 1886 Baja Mahant Balaram Dass, a Feudatory 
Chief in the Chhatisgarh Division, founded a prize of 
Es. 30 to be awarded to the best student in Sanskrit 
in the Central Provinces, according to the result of the 
Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University, on 
condition of his joining the Morris College.

HISLOP COLLEGE AND UNITED FBEE CIIUEOH 
INSTITUTION, NAG PUB. 

Affiliated in Arts and Science, 1905. 

The Hislop College was opened in 1884 as an affiliated 
College of Calcutta University, but was affiliated 
to Allahabad University in 1905. The College teaches 
up to M.A. and B.Sc. Standards, The buildings consist 
of a large central block of two storeys with two small 
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wings. The College is named in honour of the Bev« 
Stephen Hislop , the eminent Geologist and founder of 
the Scottish Mission in Nagpur, 

Connected with the College is the 17. P. C. In- 
stitution, consisting of a High, Middle, and Primary 
School. The classes of the Institution are mostly ac- 
commodated in a separate two-storeyed building situated 
some distance behind the College building. The total cost 
of College and School buildings came to about Es, 65,000, 
of which Es. 10,000 was contributed by the Bern 
T. G. Cooper, a former Principal of the College, and the 
rest by the Poreign Missions Committee of the United 
Free Church of Scotland, the local Governments, and 
private friends. On a beautiful site on the Jumma Talao 
there is a recently erected College Hostel able to ac- 
commodate 60 hoarders. It cost about Bs. IS, 000. 
There is also in the Civil station an Indian Christian 
Hostel able to accommodate 30 boarders. It cost about 
Bs. 7,000. Both Hostels are under efficient Superin- 
tendents. 

A prize, of the annual value of Es. 25, and called the 
“Cooper Memorial Prize,” is awarded to the student who 
passes the Entrance Examination with the highest marks 
in History and Geography. 

The College fees are Es. 6 for M.A. classes, Es. 4-8-0 
for B.A. classes, and Es. 4 for Intermediate classes.

The object of this institution is not only to impart 
a thorough secular education, but to send out into the 
world young men of high character and possessing public 
spirit ; to this end religious and moral instruction based 
on Hinduism is imparted, while health is cultivated by 
careful physical training. It was opened in duly 1S9S, 
and is under the control of a Managing Committee, 
appointed by a Board of Trustees, the Governing Body. 
The College teaches up to the M.A. and 13 8c. Examin- 
ations. The Collegiate School attached has classes from 
the V to the X. In March, 1905, there were 152 students 
in the College Department, and 815 in the School. The 
learning of Sanskrit is compulsory, and the Sanskrit, 
chair is endowed by the .Raja of Paridfeote. 

There is a Boarding-House for 12,0 students under '•■he 
superintendence of Pandit Ohoda Lai, and a resident 
physician. A small Boarding- Mouse, is conducted by 
G. S. Arundale, Esq., and Miss Arum hie. There are ten 
siaarahips at the large Boardiug-Hou e, distributed over 
the various provinces of India, and canning five board 
and lodging, and there arc many tunnHor sdiolarships 1 
available for deserving School and College students 
The fees are low : Island 2nd year classes, 11s. 2 per 
mensem; 3rd and 4th, Its. ! ; special laboratory fee, Es. 2. 
The expenses of the institution are met by subscriptions, 
and an Endowment Fund standing at present at nearly 
4 lakhs, and by voluntary sacrifices of the stall. The 
Principal, Vice- Principal, Head Master, Boarding-House 
Superintendent, an English Professor, and the Secretary, 
are all honorary, and many of the staff servo at rates 
below their market value. 

The College conducts an Annual Examination in 
religious knowledge in September, and the following 
schools are affiliated for this purpose : C. II. Collegiate 
School, Benares; Anglo-Sanskrit School, Baakipure; 
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Thiramala Devaswa'm High School, Cochin ; Krishna 
Kanuru Institution, Fingla ; Hindu High School, Midna- 
pur ; Hindu High School, Srinagar; Taylor High School, 
Nursapur : Victoria High School, Dewas; National High 
School, Trichinopoly ; Monro High School, Bhandara; 
Kalyanhsandaran High School, Tanjore; Hindu High 
School, Madura; High School, Alwar. The College 
issues certificates, to the boys who pass, and the examin- 
ation is on the Sanatana Dhartna series issued by the 
College. 


There is a library of about 7,000 volumes attached to 
the College, ancl a workshop, where most of the College 
furniture is made. There is also a Staff-Quarters pro- 
viding free accommodation for bachelor members of 
the staff.

nor of the United Provinces, on July 17th, 1906. 

The general control of the College is vested in a

Affiliate.)) in Arts, 1888, 18S9. 

This institution is the outgrowth of the Centennial 
High School, which was opened on the 1st February. 
1877, under the designation of the Centennial High 
School ; in 1888 it was affiliated to the University of 
Allahabad up to the Intermediate Standard in Art.s, and 
in 1889 up to the B.A. Standard. It is under the special 
patronage of the North India Conference of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Chur’eh. The management is vested in a 
Board of Trustees (registered according to law) composed 
of eight ministers and three laymen. An agent is in 
America collecting money for the endowment of the 
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institution. The new College building was completed in 
1392, and formally opened by His Honour Sir Auckland 
Colvin, K.C.M.G., K.C.S.L, C.I.E., Lieutenant-Governor 
of the North-Western Provinces and Chancellor of the 
University, on the 31st of October, 1892.

Affiliated in Arts, 1892 and 1895; in Science, 1906 ; 
in Law, 1893. 

This institution owes its origin to the liberality of the 
nobility and gentry of the Meerut Division, who created 
an Endowment Eund for the encouragement of Higher 
Education within the Division. 

The College, which is aided by Government and by the 
District and Municipal Boards, teaches up to the B.A., 
B.Sc. and LL.B. Standard. 

There is a Business Department in which type-writing, 
shorthand, and book-keeping are taught. 

The College stands in its own grounds, 63 bighas in 
extent. The building consists of (1) the old College 
with a Boarding-House for Mohammedans and Hindus 
attached ; (2) a New Hindu Boarding-House ; (3) Princi- 
pal's and Vice-Principal’s houses. 

A new College building, to which Government has 
contributed Rs. 30,000, is to be commenced immediately. 
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The institution was founded in 1892,, and is governed 
by a Board of Management, but the immediate control of 
the College is in the hands of an Executive Committee, 
three members of which are es-oilicio and the rest 
elected by the Board of Management. 

In addition to the General Bund the following special 
endowments have been made : — 

(1) by L, Bamanuj Dayal landed property giving an 

annual income of about Es. 400 to be applied 
to providing religious instruction for the 
Hindus ; 

(2) by Sheikh Wahid ■ -ud-d in Es. 20,000 to be 

applied to providing religious instruction. 
Boarding-House accommodation and scholar- 
ships for Mohammedan students.

CHKISTIAN COLLEGE, ALLAHABAD. 

Affiliated in Arts, 1903 and 1905 ; in Sciebi on, 1905. 

In October, 1846, tlie British East India Company 
transferred its College work at Allahabad to the 
American Presbyterian Mission. When the British Civil. 
Station was removed from the Jumna in 1853, the Mis- 
sion purchased the Court building for educational pur- 
poses for the sum of Es. 6,000. The institution was in 
the beginning a Collegiate School. After a few years, 
College classes were abolished and School classes alone 
continued, the institution being known as the Jumna 
Mission School. 

In 1900 the American Presbyterian Mission decided 
to reopen College work at Allahabad, and the Eirst class 
was begun in 1902. In order to keep School and College 
separate the old Court building was demolished and a 
new School building- erected at the western end of the 
Jumna compound, thus leaving the eastern end free for 
the College buildings and campus. 

The eastern end now contains three bungalows, one 
of which is used as a Hostel, a Laboratory, a new two- 
storey Hostel, and a special student building erected 
by the Alumni of Princeton University, which contains 

29 
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a students' common room, a Reading Boom and Library,, 
a suite of rooms for a professor and a number of students 5 
rooms, The main College building is yet to be erected. 
Seven members of the staff live on the compound. 

The number of students in 1905-06 was 102.

CANADIAN MISSION COLLEGE, INDORE. 

Affiliated in Arts, 1905. 

This institution was opened as a High School in 1884 
by the Central India Mission of the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada, In 1888 it was affiliated with the University 
of Calcutta as far as the JF. A. Standard, and raised in 1893 
to the B.A. Standard. By the conditions of the Indian 
Universities Act of 1904 it was brought within the juris- 
diction of Allahabad, and in 1905 was affiliated with this 
University. 

All College and High School classes are held in the 
main building, a two-storeyed edifice built under the late 
Principal, Rev. Dr. Wilkie. It is situated within the 
Residency limits and surrounded by its own grounds. 
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The Hostel contains between thirty and forty single 
rooms. These can be secured at a nominal rental of 
eight annas per mensem. A Hindu mess club, with 
Brahman cooks, has been running for some years. 

A Christian Hostel, distinct from the above, has been 
opened under the supervision of a Christian Master. 

The Library, Reading and Recreation Rooms are well 
equipped. The regulations are such that students have 
opportunity of wide reading. 

The institution consists of three sections — 

(1) An unaided College Department ; 

(2) A School Department, including a School- 

Final class, which receives a grant-in-aid 
of Rs. 160 per mensem from Local Funds ; 

(3) A Business Department with classes in 

Shorthand and Type-writing.

The Kayastha Paths! ml a was founded in 1872 by the 
late Mimahi Kali Prasad, of the Lucknow Bar. in 1878 
it was raised to the Middle English Standard and in 
1883 to the Entrance Standard of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity. In 1894 it was included by the Allahabad Univer- 
sity in the list of schools recognized for the purposes of 
the School-Final Examination. In 1895 it was aililiated 
to the same University up to the Intermediate Examina- 
tion Standard. The first year class was opened in July, 
1895, and the second year in July, 189(1. 

The institution was registered on August. 2nd, 1893, 
under Act XXI of 1860, the chief controlling authority 
being the President for the time being, assisted by a 
Committee of Management. Its income is derived from 
an endowment of property made mainly by the late 
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Munsbi Kali Prasad and partly by others which was 
estimated to be worth Rs. 6,72,069-3-9 on the 30th of 
June 1906. 

The institution is divided into College and School 
Departments, the former under the immediate charge and 
the latter under the superintendence of the Principal. 

In the College Department the scale of fees charged 
ordinarily is Es. 3 per mensem, payable during ten months 
in the session. There are 20 free scholarships, ten in 
t he first year and ten in the second year class, for poor 
students who have passed the Entrance or the School- 
Final Examination in the first division. In the School 
Department the scale of fees is proportionate to the 
income of guardians of boys, Ghitra-gupla Vanshi Kayas- 
thas paying lower fees than students belonging to other 
castes. There is a large number of free scholars in both 
College and School Departments, belonging mainly to 
the Kayastha community. Kayastha students, moreover, 
receive monthly scholarships and aid, the total amount 
spent yearly for this purpose exceeding Rs. 2,500. There 
is a Boarding-House for Kayastha students, where the 
monthly fee charged is Ks. 8 per head.
